*what is going on with education and children's use of illegal drugs. 

I know of no person' in the U,S. Senate who has been more sensi- 
tive tb the issues that affect families and children and this* insidi- 
ous evil than my coUeague^huck Percy, from this great State of 
Illinois. ^ ^ 

Earlv on, we decided missipg children ar#,a big problem^ in the 
United St ates--^3ver 1 V2 million children are missing eachvyear — and 
I must say that Senator Percy was of great assistance to us in pass- 
ing missing children legislation, ^ . y ' 

We now have that on the books, any! it is^ working, thanks to Sen- 
ator Percy. ' 

When it comes to the question of illegal drugs, 90 percejit of all 
illegal drugs used in tliis country come from outside the United 
States. Senator Percy was most helpful in helpiijig pass the diplo- 
\m\cy against drug bill, which now links foreign aid to the eradica- 
tion of illegal drugs coming from foreign nations, ^ ^ '

Senator Percy] Thank you very much, Madam Chairman, and I 
very, warmly welcome you to Chicago today as- chairman, of the 
Subcommittee On Alcohol and Drug Abuse. • 

I commend you and the subcommittee for your,continujng, abso- 
lutel>lHinroIentinfi, effort to raise public awareness to the problem 
of drug and aloohol ablise in this country; especially among oui^ 
young people. . - 

1 am going to make my testimony short this X)^n\ng because we 
have many fine w^itnesses and I want to maximize the time that we 
give to thef^m, but my interest in the situation goes back many, 
many years with personal experience that I have had \vith young 
people. 

1 adopted a young man who is the only son of lifelong friends of 
ours, had him move* into our guest home in Kenilworth, IL. He was 
on drugs I drove him to work every morning, got him a job at Bell 
and Howell, brought him back at night. , 

I just saw the fight and struggle and despair caused in his life 
and his father and mother's life. And I hope that the influence I 
have had on him would be a lasting influence, and it has, 

1 dealt with many, many cases in industry that were desperate 
, cases, and as a result of that industrial experience, I then worked 
in 1971 to author the Special Action Office for Drug Abuse Preven- 
tion, and as the ranking Republican in 1978 of the Government Af- 
fairs Cominittoe, pushed forward the reorganization of the Justice 
Department that led to the creation of the Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration. 

We had as our Director of that Office un^er two administra- 
tions-he was the only one held over in the Carter administration- 
Peter Bensinger of Chicago, an absolutely outstanding man, who 
has given up his industrial life for full^ime^consultation with in- 
dustry on drug abuse problems. 

For 4 years he was a jbrilliant administratpr, did a great job in 
that particular office. 

'In the p!ist, you andvXJ^^dam Chairman, have spoken many 
times about this problem. Last year with your leadership, we 
teamed up to pass legislation that limits U.S, assistance to coun- 
tries that fail to cooperate in our effgfrts to cut off the flow of ille- 
gal narcotics and dangerous drugs into Ihis country. 

We ss^w^no reason at all in the world why we should be giving 
aid, assistance, being sympathetic with the probletms of another 
country if they were not sympathetic with the problems of ours 
and if they did not *8top the flow of drugs into jOur country, and 
that, I think, worked. That was an important.achievernent, and al- 
though the law is new, I junderatan^j that there are reports that we 
are begiYinin^ to see considerably ihiproved conditions from these 
very same government^ that we targeted. 



' This morninK we arc dealing with a different aspect of>t^he prob- 
* • lem. To me, it is an exciting part o[ the problem, becayise we are 
getting riffht (kf^n to the people directly affected and hearing from 
thorn. It '^omes close to home because it is the homes that exist 
right in my Own State of Illinois and that are very {Similar to cases 
in At her places. r ' ^ j / 

As I have met with parents, with teachers, law enforcement offi- 
\?ma1s\ and with many students, I just happen toxtbink that, once^ 
again, Illinois is leading the way to the private sector >in many re- 
spects, cooperating with pubhc officials and finding a way it can be 
a nationwide piV)ject^ and I hope we will start to bee some of the 
threads of that put together today. - " 

1 am deen^y' concerned about the effect of alcohoKand drug abuse 
on the youth of this Nation. As trtegislator, I hear constantly from 
parents who are concerned aboilit their children, and I frequently 
near ffom the young pepple themHelves about the effects that this 
c'|)idomic is having on their friends and classmates in school. 

They write me, they tell me, Ihey- implore me, this is something 
that is really adversely dragging down the qufility of life in our 
conuTXunity^. Some, do not understand the tragic consequences 'until 
a friend dies of an overdose or falls victim to helpless addiction. It 
shocks them, and 1 Van teU you, it shocks me too. 

It shocked th^ Nation and the world when it happened in^lhe 
Kennedy family, and 'certainly, that story can be amplified marly, 
many times l)ver. IJiave seen it happen right with an irttimate, in- ^ 
timate close friend of our family. 

It just — I have seen one case where Jit has been corrected. 1 have, 
seen another where it cost the life Of tKat young person who had so 
much to give for the rest of his life. . 
^The cost of drugs and drug abuse are literally staggering. One 
recent estimate put the dollar cost in Illinois alone atv$5 billion- in 
just 1 year, and when you translate these figures back into lost pro- 
ductivity, broken dreams, wasted lives, and pure^ human suffering, 
it is just almost too much to bear. ^ 

This morning We vyill hear firsthand froih young people who 
have seen the prcfclem up closer I have already met with a number 
of young people, as I have said, in our North Shore communities 
particularly axvi downstate as well. . 

I know— I have n% ^heard the testimony to be given this morn- 
ing, but I know that these people, young people, will help 1js all 
better -understand the problem and give us guidance as to how they 
feel we should deal with it. And I think w« shoul<j listen attentive- 
ly to them. 

These young people arid their parents who will testify later come 
from different communities in Illinois, That is'as it should be. The 
problem, of teenage abuse is not confined, as was the general im- 
pression 'fir^t, to the inner cities, the so-called ghettos, or just the 
suburbs, the affluent, or to college towns. It is right down in farm 
communities as well, downstate, in industrial com^^unities. It is 
throughout the State. • . 

People- used to think that if you settled in the right community, 
you would not have this kind of problem. Drug and alcohol abuse 
was something that happened somewhere else or to someiDne else's

- Several months ago 1 met with another particularly impressive • 
group of citizens in Deerlleld. ^They told me about the problem— the 
program that they orga;)^4ied to raise awareness in the Deerfield 
are^^ It ij^ working, and wewhhil hear from th^ni this morning, 

Deerfield is not the only place this is happening. We have groups 
. here this morning flom Chicago, from Belleville; and CoLlinsville, 
^ mul there are many others in operatiocr around the State. This is a ' 
movement that offers great hope, and I as one Senator believe it 
deserves strong support. i 

So do many of our political ahd civic leaders here in Illinois. Cer- 
tainly, our Governor gives.his time and attention to this. , 
^ Our Lieutenant Governor, George Ryan, has been very important 
in this area,, a rea^ catalyst on the issue. He was instrumental in 
the establishment of a new department of the government of Illi- • 
noisv the departmei?t of alcoholism and sub^taAce abuse, which 
opened its doors on the 1st of July this year. It is th^ only State to 
havi:- a cabinet agencycto have a separate and d^istinct division for 
prevention and education. 

The department also supports treatment, research, and dissemi- 
nation of public information about alcoholism and drug abuse II- ^ 
linois. It serves as the State s controlled substances scheduling au-' 
thority. It administers all State and FederaJ alcoholism and drug 
abuse in Illinois. It serves a^ the Staters controlled substances , 
scheduling authority. It administjprs all State and Federal alcohol- 
ism Bnd druff abuse funding, including a portion of th(5i alcohol, 
drug abuse, and mental hftflth bl(?ck grants. / 

Twenty percent of it is dedicated to preventiofTFrtorts. We will / 
hear this morning from spveral groups the departrnent has funded/ 
for prevention work. * 7 

I would like also to/point out that the interagency advisory boarfl 
chaired by Lieutenant Governor Ryan helps the department pro- 
vide comprehensive planning for alcoholism and drug abuse serv- 
ices to meet th^i widely varied needs oy tl^ people of Illinois fronf 
Chicago's inner city to the hill country of southern Illinois. 



TlKjy are working to got the'' maximum benofl^t anVl retuniB from 
the public dbUars tivnihible for work on prevention and treatment 
of oiir Nation's No. LheaUh problem. 

\As you know, in thy nati^ve^tate oC Florida and in many other 
States around the lountry, job of Lieutenant GovQiqior is not 
always the most exciting, but in this case, Lieutenant- Governor 
Ryan -has made, I think, one of the niost Significant contributions, 
and h^ will j^o down in the annals^as one of the great Lieutenant 
Governors of this State, if only in -this one ar6a. He has worked in 
many areas. 

This one area he has really Excelled in, put the highest level of 
attentipn on it, fovaii>*^d attention on it, and you will hear .directly 
from him on what he has adcompliahed, and I cannot praise and 
applaud too highly the work 'he hai^ done in this field.

Stkve- My name is Steve. I am nn al(;^ohblic and a drug addict. I 
started using at a reaUearly age and I smoked my fiiHt drug when I 
was 6 yeary o|^. . \ 

And I progi essed veal fast. When I was maybe 1/12 years old, I 
was a constant drinker.. Ldrank every dey in schfcol. I had a real 
tough time in school. I did not get nothing done. I did not learn 
nothing, t was thttre?. 

Through high school, freghman,- sophomore, part of mnior year L 
don't. remember, because I wa^ alw^ays on drugs or di inking, and I 
drank in school, before school, and aftx^r school, because I always 
thought that was the thmg to do.

I a^\ Chris, and like Steve, I am a drug addict and an al- 
cholic and I started drinking vs^henl was a small kid. 

Senator Hawkins. How old? 

Chios. About 1), 8, something like that, I really don't remember. I 
a^U^e.mJber J was in the fourth grade, and Wi4i^-the feeling that it 
gave me. I Hked beihg intoxicated and it just progressed until the 
sixth grade. ^ 
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I was drinking on the weekends with my friends, and one day 
they got me high and I starffid getting high a lot after that, 1 hnd a 
real bad aUitUde.|I had a totally negative attitude toward school 
and authority, toward my parents. And my achcKHwork went down, 
I have always had a problem with school,! but it ^ot really bad qnd 
I really didn't— I started really getting involved m drugs and alco- 
nhol in the eighth gi-ade and through freshman year and through 
sophomoife year, # 

I didn't care about school, I really didn't care/.about anything 
except getting high. 

' And at the end of sophomore year, I noticed tha't life really 
wasn't going any place, that I was ^really existing and not living. 

So I got on the ball, I giiess, and gi)t my parents reallv to put me^ 
into treatment to get somethiiig goin^^'for me So I could get help. 
They put me ii^to treatment 19 months ago and my life has com> 
pletely changed, and I have been st|:aigly, foit 19 months, and I can 
tell you that I am happier now than I have ever be^.

In my 3 years at Phil- 
lips, I have seen m^ny changes and improvernents, but the use of 
drugs is a constant reminder of why Phillips High School has the 
No. 1 dropout rate in the city of Chicago, as well as having the 
most widespread drug and alcohol use among the student popula- 
tion, • ^ 

In elosinff, I feel that I have benefited dearly in going to the 
Youth Leadership Congress, aiH. now I can pass on valuable infor- 
mation to others so they can become leaders also.

Senator Hawkins, Thank you. We appreciate that.

^ And one of the things tha't happens ifi the comfnunity is that as I 
walk past the liquor stores and the bars in my community, some- 
one is reaching their hand out ipr a quarter or a dime. 

I would muth rather help this person by teaching him what sub- 
stance abuse does to you instead of helping him to buy a drink by 
giving him a dime or a quarter. ^ 

Ahd the Youth Leadership Congresg of Chicago has provided the 
structure whei^eby I can take the educatfon about .alcoholism or 
substance abuse back into my community— and that is exactly 
what 1 do. 

OK. The Youth Leadership Congress of Chicago- uses positive 
peer pressure to reverse negative peer pressure, which reverses al- 
coholism and substance abuse. 

They teach you about alcoholism and substaiTce abuse, to reverse 
the substance abuse pattern. And the Youth Leadership Congress 
oi Chicago sensitizes and educates youth about alcoholism and sub- 
sUnice abuse so that we will be more apt to learn what we ate 
doing before we do it, and they say, "Think before you drink.''

Steve, you say vou drank before school, during 
school, after scHool, and started at sixth grade or age 6?

Senator Hawkins. How old were you then?

Senator Havvkins. What would you tell kids that may be watch- 
ing you on television; what advice would you give these kids that 
may be tempted at age 6, 7 or 8 to touch alcohol or diligs? 

Steve, I would tell them to say no, talk to their parents, talk t9 
teachers, talk to counselors. You have just got to say no, 

I didn't say no, and I wish J would have been told to say no. 

Senator Hawkins. Do you* think your parents knew enough 
about the symptoms of a kid on drugs that they should- have no- 
ticed earlier? 
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SnlcvK. They should have, but they had denial. You know, they 
couldn't accept their spn was doing drugs. I guess it was uncom- 
raon, you jtrfow, they w(M'en'{ expecting it, aind I hid it pretty well 
for a long time. ' ^ 

Senator Hawkins. Until your grades went to pot. ' \

Steve. Yes. 

Senator Hawkins. We are truly pfk^oud of you.

Senator PeRcy, Of all of those,' taking tKose that are affected, 
how many of them do think have parents who are aware that 
ihey are drug abusers? 

What percentage of those parents are aware of it? 
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Jo Anne. They probably 'hide it» and if tbcy do, they don^t-ap- , 
proach the parents,, but thp parents arc vcvy naive. They know 
they are going to parties and they probably.^env that there is any- 
thing theje or that f^h^ir child could get involved. 

Steve. 1 thiHk it is a pretty high percentage because when I wHs 
partying, I had^a lot of friends w^hoso parents would actually buy 
the liquor for thfem, so I think it' is pretty high. 

Senator Percy. These were drinking at illegal ages. 

Steve. Yes. 

Senator Percy. Now, all of-them would be illegal under the 21 
age now, whicl? I vigorously fought for, which our Governor did, 
our Lieutenant Governor did, and so forth.

Chris. 

Chris. A lot of parents, 1 know my parents were in denial They 
didn't want to look -at it, because it was really too painful for them 
really to look at straight on, and I'Tinow when I go to^soine meet- 
ings and stuff where parents are there, if 1 do a talk in front of 
parents, sometimes I see people, parents denying that their kids 
could possibly be drinkirig or using drugs. , 

^ And it takes a while. It is- hard for— I don't even Hnow how to 
break the denial. I think if kids, if teenagers have a d^oig problem 
that they wanted to help themselves, I think maybe ^iust going to 
the parents ajnd asking for the help, 

Senr\tor Percy. Gershon, I had a student tell me one time, you 
'kSnow, when I asked them about their parents' attitude. He said, ''I 
was on marijuana at the time. Later I stepped on up, but I thought 
it Vas rather ridiculous and cynical for my father to stand there 
with his third martini telling me not to smoke pot." ^ 
- ,Do you have that sort of a. feeling, that the parents' abuse some- 
tiroes and excesses make it a little difficult for them to moralize to 
-the students and their children?' \ 

Mr. Gershon. In many cases that is exactly the case, .whereas a 
lot of young adults or teenagers, they feel as if, if they are neglect- 
ed, a- good example, and their parents use alcohol or drugs, then 
they feel, well, hey, I can use it too. I mean, they don't care about 

me. ' 11, 

Well, you know, that is one example, but in my case, I don t use 
drugs or I don't use alcohol at all and my parents know that, but I 
do have friends who do use drugs and^ alcohol, and it is kind of 
hard, you know, being a youiig man and growing up in the glowing 
stages whereas you have to say, ''No, I am sorry, I do npt do this or 
use that." You know, it is hard sometimes. 

But as you grow older and your friends say, ''Hey, that is just 
not Gerfehon/' or, "That is just not Mike," or, 'That is just not so 
and so." 

So I mean, that is just really tough, and I think it is tougher on 
the person, on the human being, or the young men who want it 
than it is the parents. 

Senator Percy. Michael, anything to add? j . 

Michael. Yes, I would like to just say that as fay as the percent- 
age of parents that know that their kids are doiife it, I really do 
think it is a high percentage of parents that know, but they just 
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dOn'l want to face tho fact that, hey,-my son or daugHter.is become- 
ing a drug addict, or my son or daughter is becoming a dope addict 
. Aad when you think about it, OK, wo are the future. The youth, 
are the future. And if we see nothing but alcoholics, pushers 'and 
- druggers, that is wh^t we will Uu n out to be.

First, are drugs available essentially from outsiders who come 
into the school and sell and push them or can you get it from other 
(cllovv' students who themselves are pushing in- order to pay for 
then- own drug addiction or habit?'

Senator Hawkjns. Is there one in your schooU if I may inter- 
rupt? Do you have one counselor for your whole school or one for 
the county or how does it work here in Chicago? 

Gkrshon. Like, for example, for* the freshmen and sophomores 
they have one counselor. For the junior they have a counselor, and 
for the seniors^ they have a counselor. 

Senator Kawkins. How mAi>y kids are there in your school? 

Gekshon, a little bit under 2,000. At one point it used to be-over 
2,000 peo|)le and so the enforcement, they got have strict — the 
school officials got very, very touch, and now they have jxist elimi- 
nated most people. 

Senator Hawkins. We passed a law that doubles the penalties for 
selling drugs on a campus or within a 1,000 feet of a campus last 
year, and if this happens you kids that, are, straight ought to con- 
ta^j^is and tell us about it. x 

1 mean, you don't even hav-e to call the police. You can call my 
office and I will take care of it, you know, if you want protection. It 
is the law. Whether it is a student, whether it is a frieu(l, or wheth- 
er it is a pusher on your cdmpus, sf 1,00Q feet is a long way away. 

We want them off the campus. That is why we passed that law. 

1 also think we need more counselors, from what I am hearing, 
from the ratio of students per counselor. They do not have much 
time to spend 'with you — what I qqll quality tjme. Excuse me for 
intei'ruptmg. 

Michael. 

Michael. I just wanted to say the person that would have the 
biggest effect above someone stopping taking di:ugs would be your 
loved ones, period. It doesn^t necessarily haVe to be a famiW 
member, doesn't necessarily have to be~a counselor or school offi- 
cial. Your loved ones, period, I think have the biggest effect. • 

Jo Anne. I agree with Michael that the people that you love. the 
most have the biggest effect on you, but in general, I think thi|t 
also the social workers, they should be able to stop people at<the 
school. ^ 

1 mean, they are supposed to help the students, but there are not 
enough of them or maybe they are aware of it, but they are not 
doing whatever they are supposed to be doin^ 

Steve. I^ree it is the love^ onQS, but with^he most effect it had 
on me wajflpe police officer wno talked to me, \ 

Seyatc^pAWKiNS. We have a lot in the record around the coun- 
try about the kids who never stop until the police stop them. Then 
they understand' through the affection and caring shown- them as 
individuals. The big difference that can make. 
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If you have to face prison or if you have to face rehabiiitation, 
you choose rehabilitatvon every time. And we want to make gure 
that it sticks. v ^; 

I want to tell you that ^ou all are outstanding young people. 

Wo thank you for coming and I would like yotx to get a copy of 
this document. It says ''Get Involved.'' I tore it out of a magazine 
flying here last night. • ' ^ , 

*'Got involvQd with drugs before your fhildren do.'' That is what 
I have heard your message is to me, that the parents ought to 
know something about this problem. This information is paid for 
by the National Institute of Drug Abuse/which comes under my 
jurisdiction as the chairman' of the Subcommittee foi' Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse. r ^ \ 

It states in here that over 35 million kids in the United States 
today are'on drugs, and if you say 90 to 95 percent of your student 
bodies are on drugs, who are going to be the leaders? We wouldy 
have to rehabilitate the entire population, of youF schoot to see a J 
loader emerge from this group who cpuld govern you or provide 
positive peer pressure. Riglit here in this ad it says, you can get a 
lot more ideas from the booklet, "Parents: What you can rlo about 
Drug Abuse."

1 think maybe you kids ought to write for the books. They are 
free—and distribute them to your paTents. Maybe'^hat is one way 
of starting at the top and letting parents understand the signals, 
the symptoms, so we can at least do something by the tim^ you are 
8 hr y years old. • ' , h 

People are shocked around the United States when I telPthem 
that we have been educating kids about drugs in high school when 
they have been on them since elementary school 

A lot of our associates in the Senate do not believe that. But I 
want to tell you that every State, every city is exactly alike. It does 
not matter whether it is a 'rural State or farm State, like Senator 
P^rcy said. And it is Important that you have good fole-m'odels. 

I believe one thing we have learned h^xe is that television has a 
bigv impact in depicting situations we observe where ^alwhol is 
glamorized. I just visited a country where they prohibit alcohol ad- 
verti»g of any kind, including beer, on thb networks in their 
country. . ^ - 

That is a giejiit step/ they said, in rehabilitating their Ijids be- 
cause it looks so alluring in a lot of the television shows you see 
when you are at home during the daytime. ^ 

You ha^ve a great role model here ' in Senator Percy. I do not 
know how many of you knqw that he worked his way through col- * 
lege ffnd got a degree. I n>fean, he is just as averse as apple pie in 
this country, but did not do anything that would deter him from 
his goal, that of success, and maybe we have to teach success again 
and provide some goal orientation for ;!^ung people. * 

Pressure is not any harder on you guys than it was on the Sena- 
tor, who had to join the military at a very young age and distin- 
'guish himself by coming out of that war being an officer and then 
going to work again, and becoming at the age of 26 f believe, the 
chairman of the board of Bell and HoWell. 
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Now, yoji know, think about that, 2G years old. How many kids 
could do that today unless tlijey, have a goal when they start school? 

So we do have role, models among you here. We may not dissemi- 
nate good information. Bad news sells, good news does not sell, so 
you do not sec good news on TV, you do not see good news .in the 
paper. It just doesn't sell. * 

The good news is that you kids see the problem, have corrected* 
yoi\r problem, and are reaching out to others, saying, ''Come on in, 
there is room for everybody.'' , * , 

Obviously, we need to do a lot of work here if drug use is ly^ to 
85,' 90 percent. I think sometimes it's actually a lot more than we 
really know. 

We thank all of you for coming here today and we havo learned 
a great deal from your experience,

Sf ATfeMENT rtF HON, CEOU(JE RYAN. LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 
OF THE STATE OF HJJNOIS. 

Mr. Ryan. Thank you very much, Senator Hawkins and Senator 

Percy, for the opportunity to address- what I consider , 

Senator Hawkins. Would yoi^ pall the microphone closer, please. 
Mr. Ryan. Thank you very miich. Senator Hawkins and Senator 
Percy, and you are right. You were kind enough to hear my testi- 
mony in Washington several months ago. 

I salute you for your untiring efforts in what I consider to be the^ 
""most serious problerii that we have m the Uni^ted States today. 

It is certainly a pleasure an<j an honor to have this opportunity 
to share some of my perspectives of what I consider to be the most 
pressing and tragic issues that we have in the^United States. 

1 dm speaking, of course, about drug and alcohol abuse. The inci- 
dence of substance abuse, especially among our young people, is ab- 
solutely unacceptable. ^ 

We can no longer afford to pretend that the problem does not 
exist. As you heard here today, from tKese young people, it is a 
parent that says, *'Not my child." ^ 

It is the school community that says, ''We do not have the prob- 
lem," and it is the community leaders and the politicians that say, 
''It is not in our community." 

We can no longer afford to prfetend that the problem, does not 
exist because the costs are simply too high. < 

Every hour one of our children dies as a direct -result of alcohol 
or some other drug ^buse. In Illinois alone, iiundreds of thousands 
are physically or mentally impaired by substance abuse, which r^j^ 
resents the State's largest disability. 

.1 ■ • 
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Some 8{)().0()0 people -are disabled in our State an^a result of drug 
and alcohol abuse. 

In additioii, the cost of drug and alcohol abuse to the Illinois 
economy is in the millions and while we can quantify some of the 
costs of substance abuse, other price tags simply cannot be deter- 
mined. 

Yes, tax dollars must be directed for law enforcement treatment 
related to drug and alcohol abuse and our industrial losses, wti will 
reduce Worker producti^ty, absenteeisnf, on the-iob accidents, and 

abuse mflates the cost of^health oare insurance 
consuin^>>^oods. 

?r very real cost of substance abuse absolutely cannot be 
hned. What is the cost of the pain and guilt inflicted on an 
abused child because of drugs and alcohol? 

And we have measured the affects on family, friends, and loved 
ones. And how do we quantify the in^pact of the loss of self-respect ' 
and emotional health substance abuse victims suffer? 

Of course, the answer to these questions simply are that we 
cannot, - . \ . 

Realizing the many consequences subsWnce abuse, I have been 
grateful for the chance to be involved in thisSesue area. 

The primary emphasis I think we should bKplacing on our ap- 
proach to this problem is prevention. 

Certainly, we need to recognize the import^Jce of having strong 
law enforcement treatment components in -our batfle against drugs 
and alcohol, but I am convinced that one of our ti u^ most effective 
weapons will be the use of prevention programs. 

We have got to keep the abuse from beginning in the first place. 
I am involved in several efforts related to substance abuse. In all of 
them I am placing my priority on prevention strategies. 

For pxample, just this summer, we announced th^ formation of 
our STOP Substance Abuse Program. 

STOP stands for, "Sports Teams Organized for the Prevention of 
Substance Abuse,'' a not-for-profit corporation set up between the 
AjJhicago Bears and my office, * 

We are arranging for the athletes and professional sports teams 
of Chicago to talk to youth groups and community gatherings 
abojit drug and alcohol abuse prevention. Our reasoning behind 
this is that most young people look up to the players as role models . 
and are more likely to listen to them. 

^ It has been proven as we have gone in our attempta^ earlier with 
professional attiletes, they absolutely can get the attention of 
young people. The athletes, they can get th<?ir attention, and they 
can get their parents to start thinkirig and talking about educating 
themselves about drug or alcohol abuse. , ^ ^ 

In other words, the pros tend to be th6 hferoei^ and fole models 
for the use of , others. They can drjEiw the attention to the substance 
ab^se problem and generate the enthusiasm for prevention pro- 
grams, and I am pleased that STOP enjoys the support of all the 
professional teams in Chicago, the next to be world champion Chi- * 
cago Bears, the almost world champion Chicago Cubs, and certain- ^ 
ly, the world champion Chicago Sting along with the White Sox, 
the Bl^ckhawks, and the Bulls.' 
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The players have aommitted themselves to using their positive 
influence to get peoplVto. start thinking about prevention efforts. 

In addition, Governor Thompson appomted me to the chairman- 
ship of the interagency advisory board for the State department of 
alcoholism and substance abuse or DASA. 

This Illinois agency just became effective this July and repre-, 
sents the consolidation of a couple of Afferent former State pro- 
grams, and we had competition among the drug treatment people 
and the alcohol treatment people, and the competition for the dol- 
w lars wasARtense. 

Through our new department we are going to bring these togeth- 
er in a unifiedS'oice which will ddress the problem of alcohol and 
drug abuse, and have more effective us, I think, of Our tax dollars. 

These two problem areas will no longer be competing with one 
aliother in a qufest for State money and public awareness. 

The task of the advisorv board will be to make, recommendations 
'on policies to be pursued by DASA. While we will be addres^ng 
various aspects of substance abuse, }n my rple as chairman, I will 
certainly be promoting the preventative perspective of the denart- , 
m^fent's activities, - . ,y w 

" The final area of involvement for me will allow me to acqiiire na- 
tiQnal perspectives in the substance abuse programs, and that is 
through the National Lieutenant Governors Conference on Subr 
stance Abuse. I aim now in my second year as chairman of^the task 
force, one of our major undertakings being a survey of all of the 
^^tates' prevention eiforts, and while we found that overall there is 

* quite an impressive number of these programs, they have really 
not been networking very effectively. ^ 

j ' There have been very lin^ited communications with one another, 
which, of coyrse, limits the exchange^ of ideas and approaches. It is 
the intention of the Lieutenant Governors task force to correct 
that, notlojnly through the directory that we are compiling, but also 
through the very presence of a number of Lieutenant Governors ^ / 
across the country. ^ 
I I am confident that the Nation's Lieutenant Governors will serve 
as a vital link in the prevention clhiain. Certainly, we can bring visi- 
bility and credibility to prevention activilies as well as, I think, 
serve as independent government links between parentsLand com- 
munity vqikififeers and professionals. ' ^ ^ 

One outcome of the directory Burvey was that it underscored ttpe 
leading role that Illinois plays in the Nation's prevention progrAm 

We have a very progressive preventiorf strategy, in our State, imd 
the reason for that is the powerful grassroots involvement that w^'' 
enioy in Illinois. 

X We have thousands of youths, parents, schools, and law officials 
as well as other aoncerned community mfembers that are banding 

• together for pre's^rition of substance abuse. ' 

For example, here in Illinois we have ^the Deerfield Citizens for 
Drug Awareness, which is a model parents group, part of a lai-ger 
organization called the Illinois Drug Education Alliance or ipEA. 

We are also the home of Operation Snowball, a program which 
provides teen on teen coUnseling and prevention research centers 
which comes wiUi other sejrvices to assist communities in develop- 
ing prevention pnpgrams. , ^ r J 
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In many reapecta» the grassroots angle is the very best approach/ 
Those who Jive in the community are most intimately aware" of its 
needs. After all, prevention can encompass a range of techniques, 
education, afternative activities, skill training) and so on. 

The grassroots program can tailor make the veiy best approacli 
for a specific community or specific school. 

In' addition, ^jShe community, based effort is v^y cost effective. 
Most of these programs operate on shoestring bi^^^ets. 

And finall.>[| there is less government redtap^mterven^tion, and 
waste. So clem;ly; tWere are man^ plusges to havmg prevention pro- 
grams subs*tqmtially grassroot oriented 

Of course, uhet are some disadvantage^ in that too. One of them 
is that because these efforts tend ^ to be lt)w budget, they are not 
always as effective as they might be if more money were available. 

Second, the grassroots approach relies on volunteer participation 
and loadership7 It is difficult to have a high level of consistency. 
The leVW of im'olvement tends ji)/fluctuate. There can be a signifi- 
cant amount 6f tu^lover in the leadership of a particular commu- 
nity group. / 

And finally, it is difficult to assure any degree of quality stand- 
ards when there is no oversight data bein^ provifflid, sill of which

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As the Government becomes more active in a supportive role for 
research, then we will be better able to focus, I think, on specific 
problems such, as tKe children of alcoholics, as well as' other pr 
vention related programs. 

I do not want to take up a great deal of your tiijie? but I certainly 
Want to express my gratitude to both Senators for taking tinie out 
of a busy schedule. 

I know Senat/r Percy,-! 'Kave wat<:hed you daily in the newspa- 
pers, you have a very busy schedule, and I am -sure yoi^ do, too, 
Senator Hawkins, but know that Congress is beginning to focus on 
thia issue quite a bit and is giving it the attention that it deserves. 
It has been neglected far ioo long, both at the State and at the Fed- 
f*ral level. . ^ . , 

I would especially like to thank both of you for taking the time 
to come in here, and J commend both of you. 

I hope that we c^ir^ll begin to work together to get a firm 
handle on that monster called drug and alcohol abuse that affects 
all of us, if only^in indirect ways.

Senator Hawkins. Tiwrtfk you so much, 06^rhor, for that very 
thoughtful testimonyr" 

We would like to tell you that in the reauthorization of the Na- 
tional Institute of Drug Abuse we have $10 billion set aside for re- 
search, and that is earmarked just for research. 

We also did a novel thing this year at my urging. We sponsored 
$1 million set asiaes for prime time television ads. I do not want' 
them run at 3 p.m. in the morning like present public service an- 
nouncements- 

I see a-lot of Ihqm becauseij^et in about that time in mv travels, 
and I am absolutely outragedTThey put on at that time the public 
se^rvice announcements t^at are meaningful t(^youf^g people, the 
ones they should be showing at prime time^ring the day and 
then they do it at the weirdest hours I have ever seen in my life. 

Usually I don't like the Federal Government to get involved in 
too^marty things, sinc,e tl^ey have a tendency to louse up a two-car 
funeral, but in thid instance jvq must do the research. That's why I 
have restored that money. Every "year tliat its been taken out of 
the budget, I put it back in on the floor, because it is vitally impor- 
tant to futu^ generations. 

' 'When I served on the Drug Abuse Task Force in my county in 
Florida in 19{)6, at thatt time nobody was saying that their kids 
were on drugs— it Was Kind of hush-hush thing— now *we take kids 

^ like Senator Percy said, take them out of the drug environment 
and try to turn them around. I am just astounded t^Sfy that these 
children have testified that , the problem is the «ame. The parents 
still do x}ot want to acknowledge that they have ai problem in their 
family. And w^ must have the cooperOTion of the piew|rits. 

I must pay special tribute to thie parents' organisations that have 
been so effective in this country. Befea;^se of the lack of Govern- 
ment involvement and blinking ou^eyes and turning our b^Cks on 
the problem of drug abuse, the parents groups got organized. They 
have been the moving force in my State^i and in other States to 
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' make political ngures fook at this question and say, "We liced help 

and we need to work together." 

In a computer age like to'dny I agree! we should know, what 
works and what doesn't worfc, and it should bp a talked-about pro- 
gram for prevention and education, wiiich is most important. 

n^^' uf" interdiction, as ymi know, which get.s back to fny 

ollu-e. We are mteidicting so much coQaine and marijuana coming 
up thi ough Miami, just off the Key West, coming from thdse Latin 
American countries. 

So we are saving the kids fitJIb that much. But we cannot inter- 
dict- this country cannot run this war by itself. We have to have 
the cooperation of ever^ nation in the world— it is an international 
problem. 

VVe really appreciate an officer of the State taking this particu- 
larly important role to himself, as you have, and I look forward to 
working vv.ith you in the future as we come up with solutions to the 
problem. • 

Mr. Ryan. Thank you, Senator. I h^ve one comment and 1 will 
g(?t out of here. You are going to hear this morning from some 
people who have been very active in the parents groups, namely, 
Ann Meyer and Nancy Granat, giving untiring efforts. 

We have lots of good organizations in Illinois, and 1 would guess 
they are probably in the forefront. I spend probably 3 days I week 
in high schools and junior high schools with a message to young 
people as I travel around the State about the problem, and I found 
that most young people that are involved aw^^looking for a graceful 
way out of their mvolvement, because the society that they live in 
demands that they are involved. 

As we pointed out here, the peer pressure factor is so strong. We 
tell kids and teenagers today that it is the best years of their lives 
and it is also the.toughest years of their livps. 

It is very difficult to grow up in today's society, and so I think 
that tlie message has got to be carried even below the high school 
level. I think we should be probably down in the third and fourth 
and fifth grade levels. 

You heard this young man here talk about 6 years old. AnH it 
has to be an educational process, and I think we as 'a government 
and as a people have been very negligent in that aspect. 

We have really concentrated our efforts on the treatment and re- 
habilitation and the law enforcement, which are necessary parts, 
but we have failed to get to the grassroots,' and most young people 
want to do good, they want to be good, and they want to behave 
and they want to be part of society and they want to succeed. 

We have got to give them the kind of helf) and tools so they can 
^^«ilo that. ' 

Thank you for the opportunity to be here.

Senator Percy. Just, a quick question, Goverripr. It seems clear 
that the parent groups and communit>f»^organi/ations are a very 
- important source in this prevention effort. 

Mow will your^ new department plan on Vorking closely with 
them now and in the future? And we would like to have a word 
from you if there is a positive program to go out^to a lot of parent 
groups. B- 
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Mr. Ryan, Two area^ of government, two agencies that we coni- 
blixe, of course, are basically contcerned with funding for treatment, 
and rehabiHtation. 

As the chairman of the Advisory Board 1 will insist on preven- 
tion type programs to be a part of that agency to initiate preven- 
tion programs within the schools and within the communities. 

You are absolutely right, ^Commumty-based volunteers are the 
best program that 1 htWe seen. 

Another minute of your time, we have a progran^ here called Op- 
ei-ation SnowbalT. That is what this is all about. This is called a 
Warm Fuzzy that the kids hand out. 'It is a Ipretty dramatic and 
emotional experience to go through^ Operation Snowball will only 
work if young people want it to work. It takes some brave young 
kids to get up before the class and hear what you heard here. 

You said it was tough for theiji here. They have got to stand 
before 500 of their peers and they say, ''1 was an addict but I am 
straight now/' It is tough. 

That is generally what we get. It also takes some brave kids to 
say, "We are going to have a society within this school that does 
not participate* in drugs and alcohol. And that is what Operation 
Snowball does, and it makes kids realize that maybe thev'are not 
the only ones who have abusive parents at home or alcoholic par- 
ents at home that they have to go home and face.! 

It is strictly a— not governmental program, y might add, very 
little support from the government. Maybe thatr is why it is a suc- 
cess, who knows, but certainly a progran?i that is worthwhile. 

•1 would like to leave with you, if youjhave not seen, another di- 
rectory that my office has put together for the State of Illinois, I 
think, the first, for all of the substance abuse and prevention and 
treatment directory of all the programs in the State of Illinois. 

I would like to have you have a copy of this as part of your 
record. ' ^ 

1 thank you again for^he opportunity to be here, and if I can be 
helpful in the futurej I stand ready to do th;it.

Senator Percy. Thank you very much. 

Senator Hawkins. Govefnor, may 1 ask you one question? Sena- 
tor Percy and I are really puttijng the heat on foreign countries to 
eradicate, because JW) percent cc^es from foreigp countries.

In fi^gt, it is so fantastic, a couple of 
days after you kill the marijuana ^lant» everything around there 
turns green and lush and the earth becomes very ferjtile. \ 
h So we think we have^a handle by experimenting in Colokibia on 
a chemical that would eradicate marijuana, and I am told that Illi- 
nois grows abouL$210 mfllion, worth of marijuana in the StaCfe. 

does anybody have a handle on how much is* grown irf this 
State? ' 




Mr. Ryan. I do not. I am sure we could got that. 

Senator IIawkins. Would you do that for the record, please. 

Mr. Ryan. I know it is what, 'the largest cash crop in the United 
St4ites? , ' 

Senator Hawkins. Yes. . . /i 

Mr. Ryan. Is marijuana now the largest cash crop we have? ( 

Senator JIawkins. Yes. I have inti^duced legislation that we are 
going to link State aid to State eradication. We have got to do tliat. 
You cannot have a double sUindard and say, ''We are going to go 
down to Cotombia and spray, that whole country, but we are not 
going to spray where the marijuana is growing in Illinois.'' 

There is a 88-percent increase in Mississippi. Since we started pe- 
nalizing foreign countries, they started growing it there. 

Mr. Ryan. I agree with that, Senator, 

Senator Hawkins. And you would help us push that through? 

Mr. Ryan. Absolutely. And that goes back to what I said. Law 
enforcement a«d rehabilitation and treatment are an important 
part of, but if you cannot shut down the supply, T think you shut 
down the demand and that is through education and prevention. 

Senator Hawkins. We are working on thatt. 

Mr. Ryan. If there is not a demand to use it, why, it dcfes not 
matter how much they grow. 

But certainly I will be glad to work with you any way I can, and 
I will check and-fin^ oiU^exactly what the volume is of marijuana 
and let somebody take a'guess at it.

Senator Hawkins, Sjenator Percy, Lieutenant Governor Ryan, 
ladies and gentlemen, I represent a parents, group from Carlin- 
vi^le. IL, the Carlinville Marijuana Education 'Committee, 

I am a concerned parent as well as a concerned physician, I am a 
pediatrician and the subject matter is one very close to my heart, » 

IDEA, tKe Illinois Drug\Education Alliance, was formed on Octo- 
.ber 2. 1982, bv approxinW'ely 25 people representing about 10 
parent groups from around the State of Illinois. \ 

These people felt the need to network Illinois and disseminate ac- * 
curate drug and alcohol inforrflation, * ' 

To accomplish this, officers and boards were elected;\[llinois was 
divided into seven districts with at least one representative chosen 
from each, and. a newsletter was established, CMEC, which stands 
for the Carlinville Marijuana Education Committee, the group to 
which I belong, is the editor of the IDEA newsletter. Membership 
in IDEA has grOwn to 17,0 member groups representing thousands 
of people from all over the State, 

Due to time restraints, I have brought some newsletters and^ 
IDP?Ninformation to look at at your leisure, 

_ nfdi;tunately, the need for accurate drug and alcohol informa- 
tion is aV^y real one because ^ much misinformation is being cir- 
culated thai is inaccurate, outdated, or both. 

In . many cases little, if any, information is even gi^en to those 
who will be dealing with the problem of youthful drug use, not 
abuse, for no illicit dru^'can be condoned, and I Am immensely dis- ^ 
turbed to see today amidst all the panels and representing various 
cross sections of the communities, there was not a mention of phy- 
sician as a -role, * 

Even physicians are poorly infoi^ned. They are busy With taking 
care of the sick and ^o^not get involved, and- this is vety important 
because a physician can play a major role in becoming aware and 
identifying the problem even before maybe the,parents do, . 

I am also very concerned about^the lack of medical education at 
the medical student, intern, and resident's training level pp^ifical- 
ly geared toward prevention and treatment of alcohol and drug.ujse ^ / 
and abuse, especially in children, j 

Accurate scientific data in this field with hands-on training at an 
adolescent center is very, very vital for all physicians to practice 
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prevention an(| treatment and to help families cope with this crisis, 
for it is the physician who can be important in identifying the 
problem. 

It is -also very important for physicians to be involved with local 
parents' groups and work in unison with all concerned for the wel- 
fare of our children and youth, for we are dealing with an epidemic 
that threatens the very fixture of our country, this country's youth. 

I was recently in Washington, DC, and discussed with Dr. Ian 
McDonald, the director of Alcohol, 'Drug Abuse, and Mental Health 
^Association,, the, need for drug and alcohol prevention aijjl treat- 

tment progrt^ms to be incorporated into medical education, especial- 
/ in adolescent medicine and pediatrics. 
He is of the same view and hoped we could work to get that 
one. 

Senator Hawkins, at a Washingtbn press conference, you recent- 
ly said, "No' one .has the right' to jpass on drug addiction to their 
unborn child.'' 

I agree with\ou <^ompl^tel^. It is an area close to my heart as a 
pt^diatrician. This^s-precisely the kind of information and scientific 
data thqt IDISA is attempting to disseminate. 

Let us workVtogethfer to preserve th^ most vital natural resource 
of 'our country, our youth. 

Please know that parents' groups across the country are aware 
of, and very grateful for,, what you are doing. 

Senator Hawkins. Thank you* doctor. I would like to assure you 
that Dr. McDonjald is a pediatrician, a& you are, I understand, from 
St. PeteirsbuVg, FL, and I think is going to make a very good direc- 
tor of that department. . ' • 

He has4>een through the troches as well as through the reha- 
bilitation of the young people he has served with. 

We really do appreciate your^teist'imdny h6re^oday, and if tliefl ' 
are any questions — I have no questions of you. \ 

Senator Percy, if you have any, then she can be excused to catch 
her airplane? 

Senator Percy. Yes, just one question. 

I want to'^thank you certainly for being with us today knov^dng 
your tight schedule. I will not keep you because of that plane 
schedule, but could you tell us what special needs there are in. your 
community in downstate generally that we should be aware 
putting together a prevention' program, anything else you can OTd 
to your testimony? 

^r. Talcherkar. I did reseai:ch this a little bit before I came 
here and talked with the university that I am affiliated with. I am 
a clinical associate of Southern Illinois University Medical School 
in the department of pediatrics,* and J learrted that theye is no 
formal curriculum for tfeaching medical students in the first year. 
'In the seconti year they have a very small course in pharmacolo- 
gy that deals with chemical dependency, and in the second year 
there is introduction to clinical medicine, a session on chemical de- 
pendency, again,, only 2 to 3 hours.* 

Now, third ahd fourth year clerkships are individualized to dif- 
ferent departments with seminars and even this I feel is inad- 
equate. 
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1 can speak for myself and others as a physician that I was very 
much ignorant compared to even the parent groups about the ex^ct 
scientific daUi, and I feel it is really time for physicians to be edu- 
cated and this can be done at a very early stage at the level of 
medical school interns and residency programs, and hence the im- 
portance of establishing a department as such dealing exactly with 
this problem and especially at the pediatric and adolescent level. 

1 think establishing an adolescent prevention and treatment pfo- 
gl*am in the medical schools and hospitals affiliated with medical 
schools would certainly make them aware at a very early stage; 
hence, they would be able to hely by also working with the parent 
groups because they are aware, and 1 feel this is needed. 

Senator Pkiicy. Is your family country India? ,

Senator Percy. Were^ you born there yourself or your parents?

percent of all students that have used either drugs or alcohol by 
the time they are seniors, and also 69 percent of those students are 
using regularly, which I think is another statistic we really need to 
.look at. 

It is one thing to say. w^il, everyone is,going>4o try a beer once in 
a while, but to think that 69 percent are using somethinV with reg- 
ulat'ity IS another fact altogether. f 

Also, in addition to that, that 41 percent of all high school sen- 
iors are getting drunk once every 2 weeks. NIDA defines that as 
drinking five dnnks in rapid succession once every other week. 

lake into account two small facts, one of which is that a drink is 
a drink, that we have got a glass of scotch or hard liquor and wine , 
and beef all equal to one another in alcoholic- content, and you 
start realizing the kind of impact that it has on young people, and, 
also, very briefly, the idea that alcohol and ether-have exactly the

Senator Hawkins. Would you hold that up?

So the blame goes on and on. Our point in this is that it is not 
productive, and what we need to do is turn it around. 

Another pointSi would like to makfe is why do we deny the prob- 
' lem. And I think there are five reasons for this. ^ 
As parents and as citizens and all, we deny it for one reason, be- 
ctiuse it is difficult. It is a difficult, situation to overcome and to do 
anything with. It is time consuming, it njakes us look bad. 

A lot of people do not know what to do about it if they do recog- 
nize that it it a, problem. i • o a i ^ 
As a school principal, you know, how do you handle this/ A lot ot 
people stem to Jtake it inwardly, that it is their responsibility as an 
individual to solve it. i. • 

And the last point is that some people do not think there is any- 
^thing wrong with kids getting involved, having a little beer evffry 
once in a while and so they really— jthey do not understand the 
facts like we do in the new statistics and new information that is 
coming out , . . , n . 

So that brings us to the next point, which is this is the way that 
we see our domixjunity working together, and in the center it is 
drug-free youthu Around ^ch one of these wedges is all the differ- 
ent aspects' of the community. i j- * • 

We have media, we have religious groups, medical, park district, 
government, social service agencies, police, schools, parents, youth, 

and so on. ^ • ^ ^ r l r 

And the idea behind this is that it is importaht for e^ch one ot 
these segments of the community to do their own part in order to 
reach the goal of drug-free youth. j . • ■ 

One of them working alone is not .enough. Jt^helps and it is im- 
portant, but one alone cannot solve the problem- It needs to be all 
of them working together. , ^ ^ r xi. 

You could actually take^fhis and make it of a State or of the 
whole community of the whole country, for that matter, 
. But there is also youth in there. The youth -ure involved m 
groups like ours themselves, in the students getting together and 
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saying, Just liko you hoard some of the young people up here 
saying, 'We do not want to tolerate this any more, and we are 
working together in order to educate younger students," and so on 
And they are the best influence over younger students. 

What also happens with this whole group of people here is that 
everyonfiJti^ds to give the same no-drug message-- It does not do 
W C«|»4)arenLs to sit at home and to know these facts and 
this information and to tell their child what is happening and what 
they believe m.^nd then to send the students taschool where they 
have teachers who are enabling the problem, and are saying, "Gee 
did ^ou have a good party Friday night,' and what is really going 

So It is a common effort with everyone giving the same no-drug 
message no matter where the young people go. 

1 think the outcome or some of the things that I would like to see 
t.ongiess doing— actually, 1 could probably throw this away be- 
cause vou have mentioned most of them this morning, which is 
very pleasing to me, but for you to be moje vocal about the situa- 
tion Itself. It helps to knock down the level of the level or the wall 
ol denial, which you have done by bringing media coverage to it, by 
making people aware not only of the fact that there is a problem, 
but there are things being done about it. 

That is the positive side of it. And the more that you can do me- 
diawise and letting people know of statements, papers, pictures 
whaX<!veryou can do in that regard is excellent, and also in sup-' 
porting the gfns^roots movement alone. 

There are a lot\)f people who do pot realize that we are out there* 
and certainlv, we Wo not know thef^nswers to this whole thing, but 
It woujd help a IbtW people if they did know that there was a 
grassroots movement or if there is not, that they can very easily 
put one together in their community. 

You know from your State that there are people '^11 over the 
country willing to help out any of the groups get started. 

Another idea that we had was also less promotion of drug use or 
niaybe I should say more promotion of health, in other words, some 
ol tne ads that you {ire talking doing along with the alcohol ads 
that are on televisj#rf> whicjh as you heard the young people say \ 
how very influpntial that is over their lives, that if something 
could be done about that, and maybe not in the way of counter ads, 
but in having the advertisements put on that are talking about the 
health effects of drugs so that maybe we could just evten have a' few 
ol those versus somp ol the many otKers that are on there, and also 
for the Senators and all that pay attention to what some of the 
bills are saying when they go to pass them, are they Rromoting 
more of a druc^message by moving something from a scHfe^ule I to 
a schedule II, ^hat kind Of influence .does that have, what kind of 
message does tftat have on the young people of this country. 

And the otyr part I think is correlating the adol6^cent pregnan- 
cies, the VD, '^icid^, dropibut, and child abuse, reajly all means if 
you look at-^hoSeqproblems and a great deal of money, effort, and- 
time IS going into solving all of those problems that affect adoles- 
cents, the cause for manv of those, one of the greatest causes fe* 
many of those is the dfug and alcohol epidemic that we haQ 
among young people so if some coordination can be made between 
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some of those olTorts and the drug and alcohol movement, the 
parent niovement and the positive movement in this country, that 
would help a great deal also. 

And thank you very much for doing this today. This does won- 
ders for everybody. We appreciate the opportunity to come. 

Senator Hawkins. ,We appreciate your service. It has to be a 
labor of love, and we watched this group blossom and start in Flbri- 
da and becpme a national group, and again, I think it is because 90 
percent of all illegal drugs come in through Miami for distributibn 
to other parts^ of the country, and Ve had to become tighter and 
more cooperative in our efforts to sucpeed. 

You certainly have been a great source o( information to tfie 
people of Illinois, and we want parents to know th^t there is noth- 
ing to be ashamed of. We have organizations and we have a toll- 
free number you can call if you feel you need help. We have a hbw 
teenage alcohol line, an 800 number. 

If you suspect t^e slightest thing about your child or your teen-, 
ager being on alc6hol, you can call that 800 number. Family Circle 
magazine is paying' the charges, which I think is a great seryice to 
the United States. 

I was shocked when I made the initial call and said, ''I have a 
teenager that 1 think is on alcohol. What should I do?'' And the 
first thing they asked me back On the telephone was,^ *'What kind 
of a role model are you?'* 

In fact, the first six questions to anybody calling rfiat number for 
teenage alcohol makes you look inward. Before they will start tell- 
ing you what to do with your child, they will tell you to look 
inward and see what you are doing. So we have a lot of people or- 
ganized. We just need to get everything coordinated, and j am sure 
you are aware Ve trook Quaaiudes out of American life, Tliey are 
now outlawed in the United StatecWe did that last year. I had 
legislation drawn up to outlaw PCP, the anijnal tranquilizer that 
has been in use for ahimals, but kids hpve b^en using it for so long. 
We have noii^ discovered that giving that animal (tranquilizer to the 
be&rs in Yellowstone Park hiakesHhem violent— causes violent be- 
havior, and we are going to take that tranquilizer off the market. 

All the drug enforcement people I talk, to say it never should 
have been put on the market ev^^«Jfor animals. It makes your dog 
go crazy when that particular dTH^Ris used.*^ 

We do need a lot of education oSf&elves in what we allow on the 
market and what we take off and what we eradicate. 

Mostly, this is an educational effort to get to the kids, as haVe 
all heard here todayi in the first gfade. You know, I was. involved 
in 1966, we only provided information in high school, and more and 
more we are seeing you have got to go down to the first grade to 
get these children who are better infoTOied, watch TV all the time 
and haVe a lot more unsupervised spare time than the previous 
generation did. • 

So we appreciate yojftr coming so much. 

Senator Percjt. Mjfy I just say something with or without the 
chairman's permission?. ^ 

When she whispered to me she said, '^Dbesn't she look just as 
young and fresh and beautiful as one of those students?*' 
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I would juHt.aay ves. but all of thorn do because they are all in-^ 
spired bv what the/ are doing. ^ 

Ms. Meyer. She is my hero. Mow do' you like tl^at? But she dyes 
her hair. [Laughter.] 

I am Ann Meyer, and I am really pleased to be here and first of ' 
all, 1 would like to thank Hboth of you. Yqu have been monunientjil 
in what you have done. There aren't any two people in Gpvern- 
ment who have done as much as you have for the goal of drug-free 
youth, vvhjch is l eally pleasing to all the parents. 

So as a part of the Deerrield Citizens for Drug Awareness and 
the Illinois Drug Education Alliance— I have said that so many 
times, how can I possibly forget )t— and the National Federation of 
I nrenLs lor Drug-Free Youth, 1 Want to thank you on behalf of aU 
those parents across America. They know what you are doing and 
they are pleased with what you are doing. 

As I represent those three gioups I thipk that one statement I 
would like to make— I wanted Nancy to speak first because it fol- 
lows a progression because I represent on the national level and on 
the btate level what she represents in Deerfield. 

It is going on all over the country. There are over 12,000 parents' 
gimps like she spdke of They are all networking and they are all 
shhnng ideas and they are helping one another and they are help- 
ing each other get started. 

Florida has becn^ wonderful. I happened to be privileged to be at 
our press conference when I was in Washington during the Natiorl- 
al federation Conlerence. It was wtrnderful, Mary Ann Morgan is 
• an outstanding young woman, as is Shirley Colletti. 

Florkla was a leader, Florida has helped us a lot. But we are how 
in the business of helping one another. We are all trying to get this 
thing going so that- everyone can be involved. * - 

So I will jyst g-ive you a little bit of background. I think the mes- 
sage that wfe carry m the National Federation of Parents and the 
other organizations is a very clear no-drug message. I do not think 
it IS a responsible-use message where young people can use a little 
or that It' IS OK to do a little. It is a very clear no-drug message, 
because .the other message did not work. They tried it. 
Mi^^ '^"^^ " paper which I was given by someone from 

u I il " brochure that was put out by the Department of 

Health and Human Services and part of it was— it is-^ good pan 
phlet except' for this one page— it is written for youth, and it say 
I don t want trouble. How can I drink and not run into pro! 
lems.'' r V 

And it goes on to explaiji. Well, we called' NIDA because thiAras 
one ol then- pamphlets, and they said, "You know, the messag^^ is 
rt^ajly not clear." V\ 

vSo I want you to know that those groups that I represent havl a 
ye;y clear no-drug message. There is not a responsible use message 
^lor something that is both illegal and damages young people's 
minds. 

We know what it does to that center coi^e of tfteir brain and how 
they cannot grow up arid deal with their problems and learn to 
function well using it. 

Sp I would Just like to make that statement very clear. And it 
comes from those gioups all across America. 
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Three things that wo do on the State level. One is we help groups 
get started, we share ideas. For instance, if romeone would Tike to 
start a parent, peer group, we can furnish them with the names of 
other parent peer groups that they call who have tried it, what haji 
worked, what has not,^ worked. 

They continually share ideas, how about your ordinance, how are 
you w^orking with the police, hqw are you working with thd stu- 
dents, what are the students doing, these students that go out ic^ 
give skits, whiat do you tell them? 

We are in constant contact with one another. We writ)b a lot of 
letters, but we have enormous phone bills. And it is woijth itV It is 
worth every penny. j I 

We startecf out saying if we help o|le child it is worth, as my hus- 
band said, that $500 phone bill ^ift I get every month, and it is 
worth it, and he thinks so too, aSI so do' the other parents across 
America. , ^ . 

We help one anot^llei with ideas. We netVprk grgups. We have a 
chairman who does ^nothing, but nebvorfc the cpmmumties in Illi- 
nois just to make sure that everyone that Is there gets all the infor- 
mation. 

We have a newsletter which carries continued updated jpew 
ideas, and that is tremendously heljpful. But the most important 
thing of all is that we are ajifiited volc^ for parents. y 

I think parents always feel so insignificant. I hate it wherf par- 
ents say, I am only a parent/' They have a wonderful voice and 
their voice is important, and what it has done is it has brought 
them together so that they can have a united voic^ and given them 
courage to go ahead and stand for what they believe. 

Another thing that has bi^ vet^ effective is that there are 
many parents out there who are so embarrassed by what has hap- 
pened in their families, they will not go to a social worker, tHev 
will not go to a counselor^*- school because the school would think 
their children were horifRe, and ^hey do not want to go to the 
minister because Lord knows, if thifc minister should know about 
my child, but they will come to meX^r to one of the gals in the 
off ice because they are friends and it js not threatening to them. 

That has been another large part of the effectiveness of the 
parent movement, that people are not threatened by going for help. 

We have a research center and people who have used and not 
used all, use it. If you walk in there, you are not labeled as a user. 

So that has been very effective. On the national level, as we have 
in the State, 170 parent groups are all in contact with one another. 
All the States hav^ such an organization. 

I believe there are 11 States now that we are still working on to 
get theirs" actually in a more formal manner, but each State nas its 
own networking system so they can help one another together. 

On the national level, overlapping all of those State organiza- 
tions, of course, is the National Federation of Parents for Drug- 
Free Youth, and what they do is take all of the State groups and 
bring them all together so that they can also share their newslet- 
ters, share ideas, be in touch. , 

You can call the National Federation of Parents— the number, 
800-554-KIDS— and you can find out who in America is doing 
something about a parent group, or who in America is doing some- 
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thing about young people, or what about the ordinance in Deer- 
field. , 

We put one another in touch with one ancJther immediately, and 
It IS a wonderful sotirce of information^ Their conference, their 
afmual conference, is tremendously educational and helpful. 

We also have a State conference which is coming up the 9th and 
10th of Novembei-, and chemical people 1 year later, and we pre 
very busy working on that and bringing all of our pa^nt groups 
together to learn from one another. " 

I think the important thinp is that this group, the National Fed- 
^^^^ eration of Parents, has made a commitment to drug-free youth. 
That is the bottom line. They are willing to do anything that they 
need to do and can do and to help one another to bring that about. 

The latest thing that has happened, and it is terribly exciting, is 
the National Federation of Youth, which is under the direction of 
the National Federation of Parents for Drug-Free Youth. They had 
their first conference last month, and they are working eagerly to 
brmg about the change as those young people spofte of today. ; 

And they, too, are a collective voice for the youth^of America. J • 
think any program or project to help or educate children w^fRs 
better il it has a parent element. Any project that you work oir, for 
instance, if the teachers are sending home math homework^ if 
there is purent ihvolvement it is going to help a little bit more, and 
I think any project or program that we deal with children is that 

Thaiis why the youth are such a big part of our program. In 
fact, I a little slogan that I keep in my pocket.»Do not leave 
home witMout them." '. ■ ' 

" When ^o out to speak, if a little old gray-haired lady came in 

and saiy ' The young people of America are drinking a lot and 93 
percent/)f them are using drugs," people would say, ^'Oh, isn't sl)e 
sweet? She is really concerned and that is wonderful and she 
thinks a beer is a bift deal." 

But if I take students with me first and have them speak and 
then I speak, then they can listen to what the parents want to say. 

So the young people are very much a part of our group. We work 
j with them continuously. 

If T were to ask you a favor or to tell you what I think that I 
would really love to have you do, and as long as I have this oppor- 
tunity I want to, I tljiink it is imjMsrtant that you be aware of the 
prodrug lobbies that '.are- in Washington. Thuy are very powerful. 

Money is the bottom line and they are powerful. I want you to 
know, too, that we have a lot of parents that are out there that will 
give you information and help you if there are any questions that 
you might have, and that we, too, have a lot of people, but money 
is not our goal. 

It is drug-free youth. It is raising children that can function in 
^ our society. 

And I think that I would like to have you pay specal attention to 
legislation^ that comes up so that it will be— that you will look at it 
from that standpoint, where is the information- coming from. 

There is an organization called NORMAL— National Organiza- 
tion for the ^Reform of Maryuana Laws— which is a very powerful 
lobby. They would like marijuana moved from schedule I to sched- 
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ule II. We know Avhat thnt would do for young people, what a mes- 
sage that would Jbe, and so I bring you those two. 

Senator Percy. Could you expand on that? What would the mes- 
sage be to the young people? 



Ms. Mkyer, Well, t^ message for younf^ people would be, first of 
all, if it can be used as a prescription, it is not really so bad. I 
mean, jjpu know, there is absolutely no good use for marijuana. I 
have checked with the hospit/als. Three hospitals in the Chicago 
area were, used as researchers for using it for treatment for cancer 
and they finally discontinued it because they said, first of all, the 
side effecte were so hotrendous and it was not effective, because 
there are bo many other things out that are so much more effec- 
- tive. So thay have discontinued using it, all of them. 

I thank Mou for the time, and I thank you for what you are doing 
and I amireally excited. TtTtng«k.,4re going strong. Parents aji^e 
coming in ahd being trained by the a?b^J;4^ all across America, and' | 
we thank you so much for what you are 
MSenator Hawkins Thank you. 

It is a labor of love, and I must tell you tha1M usudfly ask the 
young people when they copie would they like marijuana legalized. 
I did not do that this morriijng. 

It is unanimous throughout the country that when I ask them, 
they say, ''No, please do not legfalize it. That would give it some 
dignity and legality. Now that we are straight, we want to help 
other kids get straight." 

And it does send tlie wrong message, and we have so much infor- 
mation now we did not have 20 years ago shoeing the causes, what 
affects th^ body. 

^MariiVSana dulls the br^in. In our rehabilitation centers we have 
Iparned that if a child in a rehab center sneaks out, atid had been 
learning myltiplication tables, they need to be taught them all over 
again, because as Steve said this morning, you do not learn any- 
thing at school if you ane on drugs. 

So we put them in a Vehab center and start teaching them basic 
fundamentals all over agMn. 

If they sneak out anc^ smoke one marijuana joint, it impairs their 
memory for 37 days. That has been scientifically proven. They can 
tell the day it leaves' their brain again, thats when they sfart 
learning again. 

So it is very vital that we understand the correlation between 
the rapid decline in SAT scores, despite the huge amounts of 
money put in education. The children were being told it^was harm- 
less: '^Marijuana is to escape, and you will be OK. You come back 
dowri, and you will be all right. It causes mutageneous effects in 
the unborn. We are learning that rapidly. 

Whe^e we only thought heroin produced heroin-addicted babies, 
we noif have seen birth defects in constant users of marijuana, and 
we tny t^spread the message everywhere that it is bad and do nat 
^ it. It not only can hurt you, it can hurt your unborn child. 
,.Js. Meyer. Another thing I think you might watch for in the 
/fext few months is the upsurge of cofcaine every whene. Cocaine is 
iown to $5, you can get one snort for $5, which is^q^^ different 
fthan it was before. 
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At least in this, in the State of Illinois they fmd cocaine use is 
way up. Alcohol is way up. Marijuana, thanks to your help and ev- 
eryone'5, is going down. 

Senator Hawkins. Yes, that is a good indication that we are get- 
ting the message out on marijuana, but now we have to do more 
and get into cocaine. 

Ms. Mkykr. And now we know what we can do and maybe get 
into cocaine a little sooner than we did. We waited a long time. 

Senator Hawkins, I had a long discussion with a physician in an- 
other State last night. He said we do not talk endRgh about alcohol 
abuse. That is still the sybstance of first^buse and he said, *1 hear / 
your hearings. I hear you talking about marijuana, cocaine, etc.,. 
"but you have got to |t:et back to saying that alcohol is th6 substance 
of first abuse which is used with the second.'' Marijuana then leads 
to something that gets you a little higher, like cocaine. 

We had hearings in Washington where we had U.S. attorneys 
testify that the crimes they are seeing on the streets today are so 
vicious and so violent because of the use of cocaine, which makes 
the user feel that nothing could happen, you are invincible. 

And then I asked the doctors what happens when kids use PGR 
He said it makes them violent just like the bears in Yellowstone 
Park and we are seeing crimes where they chop off fingers and 
stick them in th^ir pocket. A man was arrested the other 5ay with 
blood running down his shirt, and it was really just the finder that 
he took out of his pocket when the policeman stopped him, which ^ 
had rings on the fingers. He had not even attempted to take the 
rings off. That was just to buy another one of whatever he was on. 

This kind of violent crime we have never seen before in this 
country. It is starting because of the availability and the cheap 
price, relatively speaking, of cocaine, which is not really pure. The 
other day we interdicted 1,600 kilos of 9 percent pure cocaine, 
which when is cUt down makes it available for everybody. ^« 

We are trying our best to keep drugs out by interdiction. And we ^ 
are trying our best to achieve eradication, as well. I met'wijth all 
the presidents of Latin America in the last 10 daysj^'and they all 
said they are going to have a drug hot line to each other's desk. I 
mean, this is a higfc^priority in the countries of origin now. 

They felt that:-i4*should be sUch a high priority bhey put a hot 
line to the president of the next country, because it just runs back 
and forth across the border. 

But I must tell you in thanking you for all your work that th^re 
was a great push to use heroin last year, artdTl was abounded at 
some of the very intelligent people who were promoting its^use in 
hospitals to alleviate pain in cancer victims. 

We cannot legitimize heroin. We have other medicines that, are 
much more effective and I just cannot spend all nty time chasing 
heroin too. ' u i , 

We interdicted 2.78 million dollars' worth of brown herojn from 
Mexico in January, February, and March of this year, in the Yuca- 
tan Passage. It was coming from Mexico. Brown heroin comes from 
Mexico, and white heroin comes from the Far East. 

I must tell you it is startling to sefe thiacome up througlTFlorida. 
We want to stop it. But we are going, to Mexico in November and 
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meet with l^^sident De La Madrid one more time to insist on his 
keeping it in his own herders. ^^ 

So I thank you 'for all you do. Senator Pei;cy, do you have any 
questions for Ann? 

Senator Percy. I do have a few questions to Ann Meyer. 

You have appeared on naj^ional television on shows like Phil 
Donahue. ^ 

What role do vpu feel that the nt<;dia can play in this effort? Are 
they helping or hurting it?N^ 

Ms: Meyer. Oh, my, they are hurting.^If you start watching tele- 
vision you cannot help it, every show has^the^rst thin^ ueople do 
when they walk into a home in any kind of-4i,^ry is, ' Would you 
like a drink?'' And they stand there with theirSjf lasses. It is there 
constantly. . 

The advertising in between the football games or baseball games 
or any of the other programs, there is so much alcohol avertising. 
And just little innuendos of the talk shows, you know, *'How about 
a drink on that? I had a rough day/' 

It is constant, an^ when you start watching for it, it is like you 
nex^er broke your arm and once you broke it you find 50 people 
that have broken them in the last 2 years. Once you start looking 
for it, you see it in just so many of the programs, and I think the 
media really is doing so much of our education today, and they 
have a big part to play and I hope that they will play it. 

1 would like to see them as they did with cigarette advertising. I 
would like to see them put on a campaign^ if there is one alcohol 
ad» they have to put on a health ad or maybe one health ad about 
alcohol for two of their alcohol ads, and see what would happen to 
some of that. 

But I think it is in even further than that. It is in the program- 
ing of normal story shows. It is all around us. 
Senator Percy. Thank you very much. 

Nancy Granat, I have known Deerfield as a truly model commu- 
nity. It is so involved in so many things. It would be hard to 
achieve, to find, a community that would get more involved in 
something than Deerfield. 

How widespread is this progi am that you have in Deerfield? How 
many does it touch in a model communty? Is it enough? 

Ms. Granat. Oh, no, I do not think it is ever enough. I think 
that oftentimes what we talk about makes it sound like we have 
got it all wrapped up in Deerfield. It is m different than any place 
else. There are still people that are denying. There are always 
things that can be done. There is no question. 

1 think we have tremendous cooperation from our police depart- 
ment and from other agencies, in the town. The school systems and 
all have been extremely helpful, and I think that that helps, and it 
all did not happen all at one time. It came on a little bit at a time, 
and that is what we tell people when we go out, to not expect this 
kind of situation where everyone is working all at one time to 
happen to befcause it does not happen that way. 

But it is one thing T think that people are becoming more aware 
of. I think there are three levels. 

There is a level of awarenesSj-^education, and action, and I think 
that "^^^^ probably just past the awareness level and we are into 
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the education level, and at the same time we are still working on 
some action projects, but we still have^ ijomeplace to go, as do most 
other communities. 

Oh, Ann is holding up another sign. 

Senator Hawkins. Awareness, education, action. And what was 
the fourth one? It does not happen overnight. 

Ms. Meyek. We have found that if you do not follow this, I mean 
generally— you bounce back and forth, but if you do not get the 
awareness up, you are never going to be able to do these. But if y4u 
do not educate the people while-you are doing the things you are 
doing, the action is not going to be ongoing. 

We have to continue with this, which is interesting for all of us 
to remember. 

Senator Hawkins. Nancy, you told me— I believe you testified 
there are 11 States not organized. Who said that, you, Ann? 

Ms Meykr. We have 85 States with active networking parent 
groups. We have members in all of the States, but where there is 
an actual, very active State group, where they are all networking 
and helping one another in a very formalized way, there are ll 
more to do. They have parent gioups in them, but they are not 
networked as tightly as we hope they will be soon. • 

Senator Hawkins. If this subcommittee can assist you in helping 
organize those States, we would be more than happy to offer our 
services. "-^^ 

Ms. Meykk. Thairiryou very much. 

Senator Percy. Mr. Hartweck, I will be talking to Secretary Bell, 
Secretary of Education, later .today. What tan he or any people at 
the Federal level do to get this message out to our schools and at 
least support their efforts. to prevent drug and alcohol abuse in the 
schools, which we consider a national problem and one that we 
want to focus attention on. 

Are we doing enough at the national level? Can we d(J more? 

If so, who should be taking the lead on it and have teachers and 
school administrators dealing effectively in your judgment with 
drug abuse among their students across the country? 

Mr. Hartwkck. Senator Percy, I would like to respond to that ^ 
That IS a many-faceted question and I have a- brief presentation, I 
think, will adress it. And then! would like to respond individually, 
if that is OK. 

Senator Percy. You can supplement the record, by the yvay. We 
will keep the record open for any of you who think of thoughts as 
you go home and lie awake nights thinking about it, just drop us a 
note then and we will keep that record open so that you can fur- 
ther amplify your testimony. 

Mr Hartweck. First of all, I would like to thank you. Senator 
Percy, and particularly you. Senator Hawkins* for this hearing and 
this opportunity. ^ / 

About 4 years ago when I was named as the substance abiise pi^ 
grams coordinator for the Rich Township Schools^ as with the^iti- 
zene' groups, it was a very lonely job since I think Xwas pnft)ably 
the only one of my kind in the State. 

In the past^ear, through the efforts of Ann Monroe^ and I am 
overjoved to see Ann and Jim here, I was allowed the opportunity 
to talk to educators across the State through the triagency pro- 
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gram of trying to get school districts to get involved and, the ques- 
tions that were most aslf^ed of me in the last couple of years from 
schools and coiltinued evenj yesterday when I met with another 
, school district yesterday Were these two questions: 

How can we get involved with any of tlie substance abuse pro- 
grams and still not be sued or held liable for our intervention? And 
can you assuna^us that if we get involved, that we will not get 
stuck with pa|Mg all the bills of-^ treatment apd we will not get 
stuck with all tflpbills of the diagnosis? '/ 

And schools, of course, yf\i\\ tne financial crunch that you are 
both very vividly aware of across the country, are very conscious at 
the molnent of being stucjk with additional dollars particularly i£ 
we are talking treatment^i i 

Adolescent treatment bills run in excess of $20,000 to $80,000. 

So there are a couple of---when I was asked to appear here, one 
of the items I tried to look at was What could you do as Senators or 
is there any legislative thing, or is there anything that Secretary 
Bell could do that would eiy^ourafge* schools to .ggjt involved; or at 
least, as you have heard viyidly today^ break dowh that denial, be- 
cause school people «re, parents and school people are ju5t like ev-^^ ; 
eryone else and CQUght up in the denial. 

I feel very strongly that there is at least two areas that you could 
have dran)atic impact on, and I would ask that someone hand 
those up here, plea^. . 

When I was also at the Washington meeting of the National 
Parent Federation, the State of Virginia, of course, and the State of 
Minnesota are two that I am aware, and I am sorry, Senator Haw- 
kins, I am really not aware if it is in the code m Florida, but this 
wasa .c(*le change in the'State school code that occurred in Virgin- 
ia, as you can see, that immunes school personnel from liability in 
^ getting involved early in teenagers who are using or anything of 
^ that nature, and \ think, as you know and \ know across the . 
United States, every State is nevet going to enact this kind of a 
change. » 

And you get involved in very conservative States who are hot in- * 
terested in going it You get involved in those States that say, HWe 
do not hav^^^roWfem as a State political group/' 

And so T^hinlk| Something alon^ that does not copt any 
- money, but it certainly would elim'mate s^ol officials being able 
to sav* ''We cannot start a program because, we do not want to be 
held liable/' 

I am overjoyed that I am working in two proRressive school idis- 
tricts that have taken the bull by the horns and both I^ch now and 
tlMET Deerfield-Highlands Park School district that have said ''We . 
do oiot have any more problems ^han anyone else, but we are going 
to do something about it" \ 

And I think that is the key. 

The second item about school districts concerned about payment, ^ 
I think a simple piece of legislation along with the firsWaie, arid • 
please understand I only (put a sample— I am rfot legal, flQr do not 
nave all your legal jargon-^ — - ^ ^ 

Senator Hawkins. That is whv we understand it. 

Mr. Hartweck. But if school districts and empldyees of school 
districts and volunteers such as these wonderful people who woVk 
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in the school diBtrict with up» would be assured that the school dis- 
trict itself was not going to be inundated with these new bills and 
these new costs of treatment, they would — ydu would eliminate 
that excuse from schools. saying, "Well, jve do not want to get in- 
volved." 

And I would say one thing to both of you/ One of the terrible dis- 
services that I see as I talk with other school people that we do to 
youn^ people is niany times -schools are forced because of this kind 
of thmking by bdards and otfeer people in the conirauxiity to, in- 
stead of dealing with the problelm of substance abuse, they get in- 
volved in calling it "Special Ed,'' that they are learning disabled 
because of the marijuana use — and I .fun Sure, Senator Hawkins, 
with your knowledge that you know what I am talking abou^ — that 
this would eliminate that. ^ • * 

, I would not have tq have an excuse to get involved, because 
when 1 bring it to those people who rightfully deserve to be in- 
volved in the treatment, the parents, the physicians, the agencies 
such as the various State ageni^es that Jim is responsible for, these 
types of agencies, they are there for that, and there is no reason we 
cannot network together. 

Schools are not treatment people, we "are prevention ana, intei^^ 
vention people, and we should stay there. But I think these two 
pieces of legislation would definitely at least help the citizen group'V 
and help other Stat^ officials such as the prevention resource 
center irytft^ State getting slihools moving to do something, because 
it would eliminate those Excuses if they are not reality. 
^vJn sotoe cases I co^ld see where they could be reality because in 
. tnb past whafe students have been sent away to particular treat- ^ 
Vjnent pj?egrams that are tied to special " ed school districts, have 
^fen\TOy kixow, in the position of having to pay enormous amounts 
_J^jA(S^i^y^r that particular reason. 

i l5o those would bp two suggestions that I would have as a school r 
Tt^erson, ' 

Now, can schools doanqre? I am kind of like the doctor earlieit in 
the testirr\Qny. Ohe^ Vhe" problems^ s^ihool people have is that no-

' knowle(|fee. I am a sociology major and my original under^radu&te 
work, vmich I went back and tool^ a look at, in my first introdi^^ 
tipn to sociology I fiud one chaptet that was devoted specifically 
alWiolisri^; and what we knew ^bout alcoholism, and if you will 
excHs6 .m3<^age, in 15^3 and What we know today is dramatically, 
different. . " ... i

. AilS I tfiink that is some efforts that from public exposure an| 
from schools like my two schooj/districts that I have been involvea 
ki saying, ''Let us do sofnething about it," and States like Minneso- 
ta thai have done it across the State, 

ThexState ^program in Minnesota is a model, of course, for all of 
us. . . 

So I thank you for appearing, and if you could do anvthing ih 
those twp ar^as. regardless of whatever else happens, I think that; 
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would at least help parent groups and State groups make school 
people get involved and do their share too. ^ 
Thank you. 

Senator Percy. May I ask this question of any of you qualified to 
answer it? 

One* of the phenomena of America is sleeplessness. There has 
been a lot of Articles on the difficulty people have of getting a good 
night s sleep. , ^ 

What role do drugs and alcohol have in exacerbating the prob- 
lem and making it morfe difficult to sleep and then if you take 
sleeping pills, is there an aftereffect, is there a deadening effect of 
that? Pajila Hawkins has talked abou^ the effect, of drugs on the 
mind for a long periodrojf time. 

Is there an after effect of sleeping pills so that you are having a 
double adverse effect here? * ' ' 

Mr. Hartweck. Well, I will pass this to the other ones, but I 
would like to-make a comment along that line. 

Way back in 1972, Dr. Robinson, the head of the School of Phar^ 
macology in the University of Wisconsin, came out with his paper 
on the overmedicated society, ajid, you know, that long ago we had" 
the warnings "already tMat we are a society that medicates our- 
selves for everything, and if— I would like to second what Ann said. 

Just, you know, we look at the alcohol messages that are 6n tel^** 
vision and they are horrendous, but if you look a little deeper and 
,look at the ads for over-the-counter medications and in the course 
of television programming, the way people sol ve* problems — now in 
schools we are supposed to be teaching decisionmaking and prob- 
lem solving, but when you see the way you solve a problem is to 
get relief with Rolaids and you see how to get relief from all your 
other problems, those messages are real clear and they are real 
Iqud, and what you are asking is that we probably no doubt over- 
medicate completely in this society, I^ML 

Dr. Whomas. One comment, that I wouic^Jfike about compoimd- 
ing drugs is that 5^ou m-e adding to the buildup of resistance or tol- 
erances, for drugs -and that people die usually around the age 60, 70, 
80 years old, and we call that normal death, but is it normal death 
or is it because we are* taking a iot of drugs that are causing com- 
plications on our other organs that are not detected, not publicized, 
and 1 would imagine that sugar, for instance, causes all kinds of 
problems, but the general public is not awarei of that. 

And I would imagine that the same is true for many of the drugs.- 
that are.Viow over the counter as well as prescription drugs. 

I ihxnk a good example is the Vaccination for swine flU" and the 
nlimbeV 6f problems that were caused as a result of what was seen 
as a solution. ' ' ♦a 

Senator Hawkins, Dr, Thomas, dros the drug or alcohol make it 
mor^ difficult for you to get a useiful/ restful night's sl^ep? Does it 
excite you and keep you aw|ike or does it actually put you to sleep, 
and is it the kind of sle^p that is really restful? \ 

Dr. Thomas. I think it puts you tq^sleep. Now, whether oV not % 
is restful. We would have- to talk to^some neurologist to see what 
happens as far as the level of sleep, whether you are operating on 
beta alpha wa^^es and whatnot, but I would imagine that, just from 
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my own Hmited knowledge in ternms of neurology, that the sleep 
would not be restful. 

Senator PEUCvAAre sleeping pills considered harmful to you? Do 
you become sort of addicted to them? ' 

Dr. Thomas. Yes, most definitdy. 

Senator Hawkins. In what way are they? 

Dr. Thotv!AS. Harmful. 

Senator Percy. Yes. 

Dr. Thomas. It can cause death if you overdose. 
Senator Feucy. So that you could have the same effect. Also, it 
deadens your memory, possibly, and other aftereffects. 
Dr. Thomas. Yes. ^ ^ ^ 

Senator Percy. OK. 
I just have one question for Dr. Long. 

How did you happen' to get so many people involved. Dr. Long, in 
the institute and in Operation Snowball? It seems to be a snowball 
in itself, and it is phenomenal that you have gotten this underway 
so Quickly and intensively, 

Mr. Long, Well, yes, we do have quite a number of people in- 
volved in Operation Snowball and the Illinois Teenage Institute, 
Senator. • 

But I might add that L^DA, the Illinois Alcohol and Drug tte- 
pendence Association, has been around since 1967 in Illinois. And 
Operation Snowball and the Illinois Teenage Institute has been an 
activij:y ongoing for over 10 yearSw 

And we are really gkid that the parefits are now becoming more 
involved, because our organization is made up mostly of treatment 
and prevention professionals, and we are really glad that the par- 
ents are becoming aware, and the problems of denial that profes- 
sionals have been aware of for many, many years are now becom- 
ing aware among thcj^en^ral public. 

And I think it is becommg clear and especially in Illinois, we are 
having quite a coalition of treatment and prevention professionals, 
the parent groups are working together, »and I think we are going 
to se6 bigger and better things here in Illinois, and just to throw a 
little statistic out, because I like to have numbers, last year in Illi- 
nois, we estimated that there were over 7,800 kidis involved in Op- 
er^ition Snowball activities. Of those, 5,800 were kids of junior high 
or grammar school age in programs we call Operation Snowflake, 
modeled aftef^peration Snowball. " 

Over 1,700 adult volunteers have participated /in Operation 
Snowball. That includes parents, teachers, treatment professionals,^ 
people from all walks of life, and over— almost 20,000 people at- 
tended speaking engagements where we told people about Oper- 
ation Snowball and the Illinois Teenage Institute, and last summer 
350 students participated in our two 1-week camps last ,summer 
and over 90 adult volunteer staff participated. 

And we think we are having a big effect in working with the par- ' 
ents. I think we are going to nave really a synergistic effect on the 
problem here in Illinois. - 

Senator . Percy: Finally, Ann Monroe, iust because I know my 
phones are ringing over in my office off the hc«k right now, and I 
would like yours to be also, as director of lUiftois Prevention Re- 
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source Center, if aomeonojy><<a problem, how do they get ahold of 
/you, and what can you doior them? 

Ms. Monroe. The Prevention Resource Center is fuhd4d by tha 
Illinois l)epartmenJ^.of Alcoholism ana Substance Abuse \T> provide 
free technical assistance, resource matcflrials, Uaining, whatever 
help communities need in order to devo^p the kind of prevention 
programs that make sense to them. And I would just like to add as 
a comment. Senator Hawkins and Senator Percy, that communities 
that develop prevontiop programs, find through the resource center 
we have worked with "over 400 program^* -in Illinois, communities 
that develop prevention programs have common goals. 

They want to keep people healthy. They want youths that grow 
up positive and with lota of options, and while those goal^s are 
common threads, the methods that they choose to achieve their^ 
goals are freauently as varied as the communities themselves. 
^ And I really encourage you as Federal policymakers*; to not con- 
fuse diversity with divisivene^s and not try to look foi the orte 
answer of the one program or the one strategy that ntakes sense. 
Coninuinities need the option of designing the programs that make 
sense to them. And so I encourage you to look at th«(t and in the 
decisions that you make as policymakers that yo^ remembei' the 
comprehensive, very creative diverse progiams are Avhat we need 
to have throughout the country. I have other reoommendations, 
but they will be in the recordNQijdso thank you fw yoUr interest 

Senator Pkucy. ♦hank you very mYichjall of yoQ. I appreciate it. 

Senator Hawkins. We did not hear lrofTrT%r^ Thomas, from 
whom I would like to hear at this time. • ~ 

Dr. Thomas. I am representing the Human Resources develop- 
ment Institute. Wewhave a youth leadership training program and 
we have a Chicago Leadership Conference, j^nd you hearfl from two 
of our youths previously. We target the urban setting, particularly 
we concentrated our efforts on the Chicago Housing Authority. Onfe, 
reason is because if you take Chicago housing outside the city of 
Chicago, the number of people who are living within Chicago hous- 
ing woidd constitute the second largest city in Illinois~53 percent 
of those Residents are youths under the age of 21. 

We also know that within the Chicago public housing there is a 
large concentration in terms of problems — in terms of economics 
and social ills that exist and the kids who are growing up in these 
communities are suffering as a result of the k\nd of environment . 
that they find themselves in. 

Today would like to just <jo three things. No. 1, just give you a 
very shoft synopsis of our prevention intervention program; talk 
about the problem areas and the gaps that we found as a result of 
our work in piwention, and' then suggest four basic strategies of 
new initiative<rthat need to be launched if we are real serious 
about providing some kind of comprehensive structure for preven- 
tion, early intervention not only for the youths, even though what 
we will be talking about is youths, but all aspects of our sogiety, 
the old — there is a large population of elderly that we have not 
even talked about yet that are probably abusing drugs in greater 
numbei*s than we would even really like to realize and that all Qf 
us are going to become part of that population some day. 
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And we also know, ay you mentioned earlier. Senator Hawkins, 
that Hrugs and alcohol are reaching into the womb, so it affect- 
ing even the unborn. So there are many kids^who are coming into 
this world addicted. So they are starting off with a handicap from 
the beginning. 

Now, our program, the Youth Leadership Congress, bfecause of 
the kind of problems wo face in urban settings jyid particularly in 
puftlic housii^g, we started to target kids who were identified as 
leaders, not necessarily kids who have an academic — who are aca- 
demic achievers, but kids who show leadership potential because 
those are the ones who influence their peers, and as you heard the 
youth mention before, it is< using pffev pressure, positive peer pres- 
sure tO/reverse negative peer pressure and attempt to create a cul- 
ture where dru^-free youth is somethihg that is good rather than 
something that is rejected so that the leaders will be those wh^l are 
straight rather than those who are using drugs, as society right 
now kind of fosters. 

Our programMs an eigtit-component progiam that involves our 
summer camp, summer training camp, quarterly weekend training 
retreats where kids wlVS^are in -leadership training go to camp on a 
quarterly basis for group leadership training, our quarterly com- 
munity-based conferences, quarterly community-based seminars, 
and weekly educational rap grpups^. 

Now,^three of the ones I just mentioned are conducted by the 
youth leaders. We teach them the information. They in turn teach 
people in their communities. We have a weekly cultural and tine 
arts program. When we talk about alternatives, we are talking 
about being able to offer something in place of something. So if \^e 
are going to talk about what not to do, we also have to talk about 
what to do. When we have youth who are living in urban settings, 
they are bombarded by all kinds of things and if you look at tne 
latchkey kids, these are kids w^ho are coming home from school and 
have a lot of idle time, so they end up hanging on the street cor- 
ners, and I think fViat you heard Michael mentTion going to and 
from the store there are bums who are asking for quarters and 
nickels and dimes. , 

These are the role models, and these are the activities, that the 
kids can easily find themselves drawn to. But i^e have a culture 
and fine arts program that offers things that the kids are interest- 
ed in like drama and speech and video taping, and these are art 
techniques for getting into their heads and implanting information 
about drugs and alcohol. If they are going to take some drama 
workshops, then they ,may write plang and skits that involve alco- 
hol and drug abuse. And what they are doing is we may give them 
facts and through a. dramatic presentation they end up absorbing 
information that they probably do not even know that they have 
absorbed until they are asked to give it back again. A student as- 
sistance program is something that is badly and desperately needed 
throughout the Chicago public school system and probably through- 
out the United States, an early intervention component because 
even those youths who are experimenting with drugs and alcohol 
or they are high risk because they come from communities and 
homes where the. parents are abusers. We have 30 percent of our 
kids ^who have identified themselves. That does not include thfe 
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ones who are still remaining silent. But-'the ones who identify 
themselves are being from homes whbre parents are currently drug 
abusers— and we have one «kid who has identified his father as a 
pusher. 

Tyis is the kind of thing that he is living with evei^^ day. The 
oroHlems — one thing I want to add you said you were involved with 
NII)A, and maryuana use— a study that was put^ut by NIDA— 
citefd that marijuana use is ^pcreasmg and nationally it is decreas- 
ing, However, in the black community marijuana use is On the in- 
crease. ' ^ 

I want to say that prevention does work. We found that parents' 
an^ youth are highly receptive and supportive of the concept of 
pr<?vention and early intervention programs, and we have also 
found that even though parents initially are negative to interven- 
tion techniques, that children whose parents are alcoholics and 
sqbstance abusers are sending their kids to prevention programs, 
because they recognize the importance of prevention. 

Some of the glaring difficulties that we found;<> No. 1, is that 
there is a lack of a whole con^^in^ium of prevention or intervention 
services and activities, that people who are at high risk are not 
hecessarily assured that they will be reached, kids and their fami- 
lies. / 

; We found that kids are receptive, but if there is not a natural 
movement from one kind of program to the next,- then tliey still 
fall through the cracks. Right now we have the kind of prevention 
/programs that are disjointed and disorganized where they do exist. 
/ Some of the strategies that, we have identified as needing to be 
launched if we are going to have aVhole cbntinuum of prevention- 
; intervention services is number one, head start, prevention, eaHy 
/ intervention initiatives. 

We heard one youngster say he started drinking at the, age ofJB. 
Kids by %ie time they are 3 years old are forming social bonds and 
modeling behavior. That is where it starts. By the time they are 6 
years old, they are already influenced by peer pressure, and when 
we see kids who are joining gangs in adolescence, that kind of be- 
havior starts much earlier.^/ 

we are going to reach people, we have to reach them at the 
very early stages that professionals are able to get hold of them. 
Usually, that is in the preschool. 

But we need a curriculum, a developed curriculunj tft^t is man- 
dated for Headstart programs and similar progranis for the 
youth-T-for the children, babies — a^ mandated training program, for 
teachers who are operating within Headstart programs as well as 
in parent trainkig programs. 

The second ;hfyor initiative that we need to launch ia an urban 
model of student assistance, early intervention prevention initia- 
tives in the public schools. That is for in-schoQl. use. We need — we 
have moved very fast ip terms of employment assistance programs. 
We need to do the same thing as for as our youth tire concerned, 
and there are models that have been developed, but they need to be 
pushed throughout the entire school system. 

In Rochester, NY, there is a model youth student assistance pro- 
gram thaj, is working very effectively, and NIAAA has — is very 
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much involved with that model so that you cap probably get infor- 
mation from them about that. 
The ihird is a community-based 

Senator Percy. Dr. Thomas, I regret I am just going to have to 
leave. Even the President of the United States was cut off the 
other night. Sometimes it has to happen. I 

I trust Senator Hawkins will eiquse me. / 

Senator Hawkins. Surely. You can read the record orJyour next 
trip. . . . 

oenator Peucy. I do want to thank all of you yipry much. 

Dr. Thomas. I have submitted a statement. 

Senator Percy. Wonderful, wonderful, * if you could, pleai3e.' I 
want t6 thank Senator Hawkins for her wdnderful chairmanship, 
leadership, and inspiration.

The third major initiative — and this is one that I think is real 
important because it is not paid attention to except wjhen thefee 
youth come to the attention of either a psychiatric institution i)r 
the courts, and that is a ' community-based progMm for out/ of 
school use. - ^ 

In Chicago apprroximately 50 percent of those kids who enter 
freshman year ao not graduate. They never make it to their senior 
year. These kids have dropped out.' If you look at the Wgh unem- 
ployment rate, if you look at the crime statistics, then it tells us 
what is happening with these youth, ^ ^ 

If 93 percent orthe kids who are in their senior year evidence — 
and these are statistics that are taken from in-school use — if 9^ 
percent are using alconol and drugs, then the kids who have 
dropped out, you can just imagine what that percentage looks like, 
because we do not have those statistics. These youth are essentially 
ignored. 

So we need to launch a community-based out of school program 
for those youth who have dropped out, and one way thai we cqulhd 
do that is the counselors in the achools can probably predict tlrose 
kids who are going to drop out probably, by the end of^eir 11th 
grade. . - 
j So we can begin through the student assistance program to idenr 
' tify the youths who are high risk for'dropout as well as developing 
a communUy-based model to target those kids, who have already 
dropped out df school, and the last initiative' is a-^pecial public 
housing preventionprogram. ■ ^ j 

. We have througn our involvement with public housing in Chica- 
go been able to impact and we found that prev^mtion works, that 
people are)*eceptive. Even tlj^jfugh they are resistant initially, they 
are receptive and in these communities you have a large concentjra- 
tion of social ills, and we need tA latinch a massive special housing 

Srfevention— early intervention program to address the people who 
vfe irt^hose communities. <^ ' .

We approcinte iHe wonderful tostimony and cooperative spirit we 
have here. 

The subject of this hearing was -education drugs' effect on educa- 
tion rn the schools in this country, and so doinc; we are setting a 
record for Chicago. You are just another cit^arnd it is amazing to 
me, it does not matter if you are in Soutlf^akota or Miami or 
Washington, the scenario is the same. ^ 

Thanks to a panel like thia, we are getting sorm^ handle on the 
problem, as Chairman of the Subcommittee on Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse, which oversees and regulates NIAAA and NIDA, I am very 
active in the programs described here, and we learned a lot from 
you m helping direct those big agencies in the proper direction. 

Jim, 1 do, not/)elieve we have heard from you. Do you have a 
statement in conclusion? . 

Mr. lx)NG. Wt'll, Senator Hawkins, thank you. ^ 

I have a statement, but instead of really commenting on that, I 
want to mention a few things as kind of a followup. 

Going last I feel like a cleanup hitter. 

In terms of Federabaction, there is one legislative strategy that I 
would like to recommend to you that a lot of people will consider to 
be kind of sacreligious at the Federal level. 

But Lieutenant Governor Ryan mentioned earlier that in Illinois 
we now have a department of alcholism and substance abuse. In 
prevention and education, we are talking about preventing chemi- 
cal dependence or substance abuse. 

• Kids do not make a gjieat distinction often between alcohol, mari- 
juana, cocaine, et ceJLera. Treatment and prevention p|ofessionals 
do not treat alcohol and drug abuse treatment differently. The 
strategies are very similar. 

Terra nientioned "the fact that sometimes we have disjointed ef- 
fprts. I tJiink the disjointed^ effort is most apparent at the Federal 
level. Thfcre really is no logical programmatic or rational reason to 
have, a straight Institute on Alcohol and a separate institute on 
Drug Abuse. 

We have competing messages fiom those two groups. The mes- 
sages are often the same, but NIDA competes with NIAAA for at- 
tention. 

Alcoholism is nq different than being addicted to cocaine or , 
marijuiina, and alcohoj is the No. 1 drug of abuse in this country. 
If vis greater than all the other drugs combined, and it creates mdre 
havoc^ more social cost, more monetary costs than all the others 
combined, and T think we need to have NIAAA and NIDA be one, 
and I think that could be a legislative initiative that we would like 
to see come from the Feder^ Government. 

And also, maybe in conclusion, as the group that supports Oper- 
ation Snowball and the Teenage Institute, we made a little presen- 
tation to Senator Percy earlier. I have K^thy Freeman and &ean 
Caldwell here. 

We wbuld like to .pass on to you a Warm Fuzzy that you have 
seen some of the people wearing here, because I think the Warm 
Fuzzy in our programs is the embodiment of the caring, the feeling, 
the positive p^er pressure, and the good thrngs t^iat can happen 
when teens and adults, parents get together, work' together for 
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f positive healthy lifestyles instead of the destruction that comes 
, rom alcohol and drugs. 

1 might ask Kathy and Sean maybe to step up there and pass 
that on to you, if you would. 
Senator IIawkins. Surely. 

Mr. Long. Senator, I might add that Mary Ann Mork that you 
are aware of in Florida used to work in Operation Snowball here in 
Illinois. 

Senator FIawkins. Thank you so much. 

When I heard the ne^Y8 it was 29 at O'Hare this morning, I was 
ready for a Warm Fuzzy. Fortunately, it warmed up somewhat, but 
when you are from Florida you get awfully thin Wood. In fact, I 
think most people in Chicago are ix\ Florida about this time of 
year. " -i 

We have compiled a gdod record. I must tjhiank you for all of your 
suggestions, and as we noted here, we need more coordination, 
more education, more awareness but we are at least starting. We 
are working together, and I think the testimony of the children 
was especially helpful because when we have worked as hard as we 
have — ^1 have been in this business since 1966 — it still shocks me to 
hear kids say in 1984 that 95 percent of the kids in their school are 
on alcohol and drugs. 

I do not know whether we are gaining on the drug traffickers or 
not, but we are doing our best, and its proving to be not enough. 
We have to* continue to develop programs that will solve this prob- 
lem, because nowhere are the problems of drug abuse more devas- 
tating than in our schools. As we pour more and more money on 
the State level for merit achievement, excellence in school work, et 
cetra., load down our students with extra hours, which we are 
doing this year, I do not believe it can saturate the child if the 
. child is on alcohol or drugs. In fact, I know they can't. Statistics 
and scientific evidence proves otherwise. 

So sometimes we are chasing the tail of this ^problem, and I hold 
a hearing once a month on drugs or some correlation with drugs. 

Next month we will hold a hearing on linkage, further proving 
foreign countries involvement in flooding this country with narcot- 
ics in exchange for money for guns and terrorism we will therefore, 
further prove that we have an enemy without that is trying to get 
within; and at this time they're probably winning the war. 

I feel that if we are all aware of the facts and work together that 
we can solve this problem. As one item is taken ofT schedule II and 
put On I, another one is put on schedule II. So I am constantly 
working, and we look forward to a cooperative effort with all of 
you, especially the children who are here today, who ar6 willing to 
be leaders in the movement to have a drug-free youth. That is our 
goal. That is our aim. I think anything less is unacceptable in the 
United States of America, 

We appreciate your contribution to this record, and as Senator 
Percy has told you, the record will be hi^ld open in case you have 
another wonderful idea that will help us solve this. 

I thank all of those who participated here today and would like 
to ratfke the record clear. There is no magic bullet for the solution 
to/this problem, and I personally feel that ciyilization is under 
^^reater threat from illegal drugs than nuclear 4weapons. We just 
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hav© to reorient the mind of the public to what is right Ip front of 
us and has been in front of us for BO yeai^s.

All the above mentioned programs have boen operational at one time at 
C.S.I. 4lowever/due to lack of support, for these preventative measures, we 
had no choices but to retire this work which aimed at informing the community about 
chemical usage. 7 

Wo hdld communlt4€S and individuals responsible for responding to their problems 
of substance abuse.* However, "We recognize that groups must be equipped to prevent 
alcohol and drug abuse. Agencies such as C.S.I, will link the knowledge «w resources 
of the public sector to communities If the agencies themselves have support for pre- 
vention work. 

Our society, in recent times, has made Inroads In the reduction of many 
malor diseases. Let us loqk to the programs which have reduced life-threatening 
illnesses through prevention to determine what elements and what systems we can 
emuMte or modify to create the tools*- for adults and young people to make wise 
choices regarding use of chemicals.^ 4 

Indeed, publ Ic health officials Inform us that fifty-two (52) percent of all 
disease, including substance abuse, can be prevented by lifestyle change. 

Let us provide research about substance abuse on a national level, the 

mechanisms foo Communicating research knowledge to states and to agencies; and 

human resource! to equip communities, schools, and individuals to actualize working 
prevention programs.

"It's like iho Wild Woal of tho 1870s/' anid Tony Lindny, n drug prevention coordi 
nntor. spoiling of the shootouts, holdups and other violence nssocintod with tho sale 
of drug« in the Wuukegan aroa. \ 

"Kids see this on the street nnjl'it hnis to/nave an effect on theui," he said. "Thoy 
know jwople stood up against the (Viotn/m) war. They knd\^ people stood ^ip for 
civil rights, but jHH>ple aren't standing up' against drugs. There are open transao- 
lions on the streets, and the kids see it, They see that nothing's being done about it, 
that people aren't standing up against it." 

Many law enforcement ofTicials agre<> that drug violence is getting out of hand in 
the area, despite a series of niejor heroin and cocaine arrests made over the summer 
by Waukcgan police. North Chicago i>olice. Lake County sheriffs inv(wtigatoi-s, stnto 
agents and other law enforcement agencies. ^ r 

The most shocking incident of violence occurred last ]Vi«y^>^hon a Waukcgan man 
was shot to death and a Zion woman was wounded on a south side Waukegan street 
m a dispute over the sal^* of "T's and Blues" (barbiturates). Anthony Quails, 20, of 
Waukegan, was convicUjd of murder in the shoot irtg. 

That was just one incident. Many other burglaries r0bberi^,mugging8, shootings 
and knifings in the area are believed to be related to disputes over narcotics sales of 
attempts to get money for narcotics. 

Lindsay, drug prevention coordinator for the Lake County SubsUince Abuse Pro- 
gram and a membt*r of a citizens' group calli^Teoplo Against Crime and Drugs 
(PACD), is an organizer of a "Save Q.ur Community" rally sot for 1:80 p.m. Saturday 
in the Waukegan Community Recreation Center, 728 S. Genesee St. The rally is 
open. to the public ^ 

Lindsay hoixxs the rally will spur a citizens' movement in the Waukegan-North 
Chicago-Zion area similar to a citizens' drug prevention program in Deerfield that 
has received national attention. 

"Nothing like this has been tried before in an urban area hke Waukegan, North 
Chicago anc^iion," he said. "It's working in Deerfiold and places like that, but 
peopl«jKh(H:%^«» so concerned with making ends meet, thoy won \ make time for this/ 
That 'a the priAleMn." 

Organizers of PApD have l>oen meeting i^or two months to plan the rally. 

"It s a grass-roots movement in the tri-oity area to combat drug abuse and crimi- 
nal activity," Lindsay said. "We hope fco do this through comil^mity education and 
information, not confrontation and vigilant ism." 

Lindsay /hopes people from throughout the Waukegan-North 'Chicago-Zion area 
will turn/out Saturday to" hear Lu Palmer — a Chicago journalist who has been 
active in community drug prevention progran\s — community leaders and people who. 
have been involve<^ with narcotics. Questions about what to do if you witness drug 
transact ioiiy> or if you suspect people of narcotics use, will be answered at the meet- 
ing. 

Also involved in PACD are Phil Magee, a correctional officer in the Lake County 
adult probation department and head of the Waukegan-Zion chapter of the NAACP; 
the Rev. Terry A,twater of the 10th Street Church of Christ; Wendy Prescott, an ex- 
ecutive secretary at Great Lakes Naval Base, and Donna Cole, formerly with the 
nursing division of the Lake County Healih I>cpartment. 

"Hopefully, this will be an ethnically diverse group with minorities and other 
communities working together to prevent drug abuse, networking like the drug cul- 
ture itself networks," Lindsay said. "People \\\ Round Lake who use drugs know 
where to get drugs in Waukegan. 

"Wl^ want to get people in Zion to engage in dialogue with people- in Nprth Chica- 
go. The only way to combat drugs is as a. community.' Places like substance Abuse 
I the Lake County Health Department's Snb8tant;,e Abuse Pribram) can serve only so 
many people. It we're going to have impact on the epidemic of drug use in I^Uce 
County, it wHi be the result of c^itizens wjcoming more sensitized and educated about 
chemical abuse,". Lindsay said. ^ 

"We want to answer questions at this rally," he |aid. "What do you do when your 
kid has a drug pmblem? What do you do when someone outside your house is sell- 
ing drugs? How do you protect your home? 

"Drugs are not solely^ti police responsibility," said Lindsay. "You have to be your 
brother s keeper. A lot of i)eople see it (drpg sales) and say, "It's not my problem.',' 
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' It '» timo Bomothing elnrted in thl3 community. We want to got evoryono in> 
volved. Peo[)lc should not think tho problem is excluaivoly in the minority communi- 
ty. It is not. '
